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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


On the whole, we can again record a decided 
improvement in commercial circles over the 
state of affairs existing a week ago, though 
this is most noticeable at the interior pointe, 
and isin the nature of a return of confidence 
among consumers. The wants of buyers have 
been supplied for the present and their much 
depleted stocks have been replenished, but 
consumers as yet have not fairly commenced 
to respond. The supply of idle money here 
has lately been increased by the dividend and 
interest disbursements of $26,000,000 un the first 
of the month, and asa consequence the im- 
provement in the situation has been tempora- 
rily checked. Money rules on call at 1@1% per 
cent. Commercial paper is in good demand 
with moderate offerings. We quote 60 to 90 
days’ indorsed bills receivable at 2@3%4; four 
months: accptancies at 4@4}4, and good single 
names, four to six months to run, 444@6. The 
following are the rates of exchange on New 
York: Savannah, buying 4 discount, selling % 
discount. Charleston, buying 3-16@% discount, 
selling 4 premium. New Orleans commercial, 
$2 per $1,000 discount; bank, par. St. Louis* 
50c per $1,000 discount. Cnicago, 50c per $1,000 
discount. Boston, par. Foreign exchange 
closes a shade above our figures of last week 
but is easy at the advance.

THE COTTONSEED OIL MARKET. 


There is a growing feeling towards 
higher prices for all cottonseed pro- 
ducts and the firmness is supported by 
the course of the seed market, which 
has lately taken a turn in favor of 
planters and prevented in a measure 
the usual purchases by crushers. 
Owing to the lateness of the cotton 
crop and the damage caused by the 
continual rains, no estimate can be 
formed as to the supply of seed com- 
pared with last year, but the hope is 
entertained that a late autumn and 
favorable weather will give a good 
average crop. The views of planters 
in some sections of the South are un- 
reasonable and many mills have post- 
poned the date of commencing opera- 
tions on that account. The price of 
seed in Alabama is considered too high 
for profit, while Memphis crushers are 
limiting their wants to cover actual 
necessities. Most of the seed going 
forward is easily heated and consider- 
able time and trouble are necessary in 
putting it through a cooling process 
before using. The New York market 
for refined oil has experienced a change 
for the better on account of limited 
supplies of old oil on spot and a firmer 
tendency in the primary markets. The 
improvement has doubtless come to 
stay. Various efforts were made lately 
to contract for future delivery of re- 
fined oil with manufacturers direct, 
but the prices offered were considered 
toolow for profit and the same bids 
are still on the market. There was an 
impression here that the production 
of oil would be so much in excess of 
last season that crushers and refiners 
would gladly release stocks at 
buyers’ figures, but this delusion 
has been dispelled by the develop- 
ments in the seed market. Com- 
petition und overproduction may 
bring about an unfavorable change 
later on in the season, but the present 
situation does not indicate an early 
departure from the course marked out. 
There is no haste to crush seed at pres- 
ent prices and this fact will limit pro- 
duction for a time or until planters 
desire to enlarge the outlet by lower- 
ing their views. If there is only an 
average crop, the markets will bein a 
better position than last season, when 
crushers had the geueral business de 
pression accompanied by low prices to 
contend with.

SOUTHERN REPORTS ON COTTON- 
SEED PRODUCTS. 

We are under obligations to many 
of our Southern friends in the industry 
for their kindness and trouble in fur- 
nishing reliable information concern- 
ing the manufacturing interests cen- 
tered in the southern climate. As the 
REPORTER has been the recognized 
authority on cottonseed products since 
it was established, there is always an 
eagerness to glean the latest informa- 
tion from its columns. We give below 
some excerpts from letters received at 
this office during the past few days, 
which will prove of considerable inter- 
est to the trade in all sections of the 
country. From two Memphis corres- 
pondents we learn the following: 

“Everything is quiet just now in the seed 
line, The seed is coming in slowly and pretty 
full prices are being paid. Our mills hold on 
to the product at full prices and so cannot 
change our last quotations. By next Monday 


we expect all the mills will run except two or 
three in the 5 pooled.” 


“Owing to the fact that we have no combina- 
tions this season, the price paid for seed is be- 
yond value. The Memphis mills are paying 
$13@13 50 per ton for seed delivered levee and 
depots Memphis. Mills are arking for prime 
crudef o b 30c and meal $18 per ton, while 
there is considerable inquiry, -not many takers 
at above price. A number of our mills are 
making no special effort tosecure seed at $13 50 
and witbout some arrangement can be made to 
reduce price, the amount of oil will fall short 
from this section of country.” 

Two letters from Georgia are to the 


following effect: 

“The cotton crop is late this season and the 
continual rains forthe past two weeks has 
damaged it considerably, still ehould we have a 








late fall and good weather from this time on, 
the crop will be a good average. As yet we 
cannot form an opinion as to what supply of 
seed compared with other years we car count 
on. We look foragood deal of damaged seed 
from excessive moisture and pressure that a 
strictly prime oil will be hard to get. Weare 
at present paying $11@11 50 for seed delivered 
at stations along lines of railroads. As regards 
future price of oil, we do not see how it can go 
lower, judging from figures quoted for seed in 
the Mississippi valley. Meal is worth iu this 
section $21@23 per ton and is largely bought by 
fertilizer companies, they find it one of the best 
as well as cheapest base for a cotton fertilizer.” 





““We have been having heavy rains in this 
section nearly every day for more than a 
week, besides considerable rain before that 
time, and find most of the seed that we are re- 
ceiving is warm and easy to heat, but we stir or 
shovel our seed daily to prevent heating and 
spoiling. In some sections a great deal of un- 
picked cotton is in the patch and on a fair way 
to ruin. Cottonseed is high,mills paying $10 to 
$l2at railroad stations. I am fully satisfied 
that our seed receipts will fall off one-third 
from last season’s.” 

Another one from Alabama reads as 


follows: 

“Crushers are already displaying their usual 
greed for seed, and prices are too high for 
profit. Good oil will bein demand, but the 
wet weather which has prevailed forthe past 
two weeks ail over the cotton district will affect 
the quality of the seed, unless great care is ex- 
ercised in handling it. A large percentage will 
be lost entirely from this cause. Cake and 
meal are bringing about the same prices as at 
this time last season, and will likely be in de- 
mand as feed and fertilizer to an increased ex- 
tent.” 


From New Orleans it is learned:— 

“The market for cottonseed products has 
been very dull, prime crude oil has been selling 
of late at 30c. the ruling is 2914@30c fo b bere. 
Cake has been selling at $23 L. T. fob here. 
Last month there were some sales made forOct. 
at $23 50 and $23 75. Ihe price paid for seed is 
$13@14.” 

The Jast one we give is from a dis- 
trict below Vicksburg and is written 
under date of Sept. 30:— 

“The crop has depreciated fully 30 per cent. 
The price of seed is $10 put on the bank. Its 
condition is anything but satisfactory, being 
very green and wet. Much of the seed in the 
valley south of Greenville will be damaged, 
owing to the frequent rains. We have sold this 
season only 500 barrels mixed oil, part old and 
part new seed, at 30c f.0.b. The inquiry for 
oil is good, and we think prime new would 
bring 3lcf.o.b. Planters are sending their 
seed to market freely.” 





THE VARNISH DECISION. 


A decision has been rendered in the 
reappraisement of several invoices of 
Harland's varnishes by Mr. J. Seaver 
Page, the merchant appraiser, and 
General AppraiserBrower.and itis now 
before the Collector of this port for 
confirmation. The dutiable value they 
place at sixteen shillings instead of 
thirteen shillings and six pence, the 
price at which the goods were invoiced. 
The penalty of ten per cent. of the 
whole invoice is attached. The price 
fixed by the Appraisers is less than 
they had previously agreed upon be- 
fore the proceedings were reopened, 
and although not satisfactory to the 
importers, will be accepted without 
further dispute. In consequence of 
this ruling the price of Harland’s var- 
nish has been advanced fifty cents per 
gallon by importers interested in the 
reappraisement, until the manufactur- 
ers are heard from. The additional 
duty will not interfere with importa- 
tions, as a consumer who wants the 
foreign varnishes will not stop at the 
slight advance.

LINSEED oil manufacturers of this 
city have advanced the price of Cal- 
cutta oil two cents per gallon, and are 
now offering domestic oil from new seed 
at the former price of Calcutta, or forty- 
seven and forty-eight cents per gallon, 
The limited supply of foreign seed in 
hands of crushers and to arrive is com- 
paratively small, and this fact, together 
with the tendency of the Chicago flax- 
seed market has justified the firmer 
feeling for oil. That the crushers are 
now depending principally on domestic 
seed for their supplies, is shown by the 
fact that only 35,000 bags of foreign 
seed are on the way to the United 
States against 264,600 bags this time 
last year. The action of the home 
crushers has given the market for West- 
ern oil a better tone. All offerings here 
in a large way were withdrawn on 
Monday, and no price was quoted on

SPERMACETI SCARCE. 


Spermaceti is a scarce article on this 
market and prices continue to stiffen. 
The demand is in excess of the supply, 
and although the market has been in 
an excellent position several months 
for a material advance, the few manu- 
facturers have taken a conservative 
course and only stiffened their views 
gradually as circumstances justified: 
The decline in production is the chief 
cause of the scarcity, while the liberal 
movement abroad has assisted to bring 
about the result. The curtailed man- 
ufacture of sperm oil and the gradual 
decline of this industry are the pri- 
mary reasons for the short supply of 
spermaceti, andas no improvement is 
expected from that source, the article 
may always command a good figure 
and be in limited supply. The recent 
arrival of one hundred cases from Glas- 
gow gave out an_ impression that 
spermaceti was being imported to meet 
certain demands here. Inquiry devel- 
oped the fact that such was not the 
ease. The article has such an import- 
ant outlet abroad that the wants can 
hardly be satisfied. Within the past 
two weeks the New York market has 
advanced one cent and the indications 
favor still higher figures. Any imate- 
rial change upward however would 
probably limit its consumption which 
has been steadily increasing during 
the last two years, as the exports will 
show. During the seven months end- 
ing July 31 the amount taken out of 
the country reached 194,553 pounds at 
a value of $49,234, against 156,779 
pounds valued at $30,977 for the same 
seven months of the previous year. 
During last July 20,739 pounds were 
shipped in comparison with 38,172 
pounds same month in 1884, while 
June of this year showed an aggregate 
of 15,903 pounds against 3,172 pounds 
for June, 1884. The total exports for 
the twelve months ending June 30, 
were 277,271 pounds, and the corres- 
ponding twelve months of previous 
year 259,947 pounds, 
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SHIPPING REFINED OIL IN BULK, 


The American bark Crusader, left 
this port a few days since for London 
with a cargo of 177,400 gallons of the 
best quality of illuminating oilin bulk, 
This is the first effort made to ship 
burning oilin that way. Various ex- 
periments were tried several years ago 
to transport crude petroleum in bulk- 
head tanks, but after the loss of two 
or three vessels at sea, the hope of ever 
being able to dispense with the bar- 
rel system was abandoned. Shipping 
agents were thoroughly discouraged 
over the novel feature and did not hesit- 
ate to pronouuce ita failure. It was 
hardly expected at the time that the 
new departure would be revived, but the 
idea was not entirely forsaken. Since 
then a quiet investigation of the whole 
subject has been in progress and the 
result thus far is the sailing of the 
Bark with the cargo stated. It is 
owned aud was fitted up expressly for 


transporting oilin bulk by Mr. L. V. 
Sone, of the Central Refining Co., this 
city. He made it his business to travel 
across the ocean in a vessel of this 
character to note the working of the 
craft under all conditions of weather, 
and ascertained why former experi- 
ments in bulk shipment were unsuc- 
cessful. Having arrived at the con- 
clusion that it could be done with 
profit by proper tankage, he lost no 
time in executing his plans. Instead 
of having one large tank divided into 
several parts, he had forty-five sepa- 
rate tanks placed in the bark with a 
capacity of one hundred barrels each 
and seven auxilliary tanks. These 
iron receptacles are made to allow the 
vapor to escape without endangering 
the contents by contact with air, water 
or fire, and a cargo of oil in this condi- 
tion is as compact as a cargo of flour, 
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It requires but eight hours to load the 
vessel completely, while under the 
usual custom it would take eight days. 
Arriving at its destination the oil is 
pumped into other tanks on dock and 
then placed into barrels when sold. 
the usual practice is to empty a cargo 
of barreled oil into tanks after uaload- 
ing and then put it into barrels again 
for selling as wanted. The steam 
pumping power on the bark mentioned 
gives entire satisfaction. Mr. Sone has 
a patent on his improved plans for bulk 
shipment. 

The insurance feature will not be 
satisfactorily arranged until the exper- 
ment proves asuccess. In other res- 
pects there is a considerable saving in 
dispensing with the services of steve- 
dores and unnecessary handling of the 
oil at both places of export and im- 
port, besides the great saving of time 
in loading and unloading. It is argued 
that the quality of the oil transported 
in bulk is enhanced by not coming in 
contact with the glue used inside the 
barrels. The adoption of this system 
would also stop the importation of old 
empty barrels from lack of demand, 
which is another important item in the 
expense account. As any kind of oil, 
liquors, alcohol, turpentine &c, can be 
transported in this style of tanks as 
safely as refined peteoleum, a new use 
may be found for the empty barrels on 
the other side in receiving the bulk 
cargoes. No opinion can be formed as 
to the importance of this new depart- 
ure until the result of the present ex- 
periment is made known, which will 
be in about thirty days.

ARE WE TO HAVE DOLLAR QUIN- 
INE THIS YEAR? 

Many persons are disposed to in- 
dulge in the hope that quinine will 
reach the dollar mark before the close 
of the year. They base their calcula- 
tions on the upward tendency of the 
bark market caused by the rapidly 
decreasing stocks at the source of 
supply, and on the true inwardness of 
last week’s surprising advance of ten 
cents per ounce, which was started by 
the principal domestic manufacturers. 
The sanguine operators are inclined to 
believe that the competitive war be- 
tween the American brands, and they 
in turn against foreign makes, has been 
found too costly an experiment to con- 
tinue and that the triangular fight will 
give place to legitimate business and 
higher prices for a product which has 
been selling below cost of manufac- 
ture. The quinine market is an 
enigma which no man outside of the 
manufacturers of a leading American 
brand can unravel. They have con- 
trolled the market at will and lowered 
the price for the double purpose it is 
stated, of discouraging other domestic 
manufacturers and of either curtailing 
the importation of quinine or having 
the foreign sold at the same price as 
American to prevent an increased con- 
sumption, which would naturally be 
stimulated by the lower prices. If 
this was the motive it has certainly 
lacked the necessary sustenance to 
deliver them from competitors, who 
are still in the field soliciting public 
patronage with no evidence that the 
characteristic staying qualities have 
been weakened in the least by the 
pressure. 

If the American manufacturers have 
been relying almost exclusively upon 
the foreign product to supply their 
regular demands, as is generally sup- 
posed, then we are to find in this fact 

another probable cause for the recent 
appreciation of values. The heavy 
transactions on the eve of the advance 
were not all on speculative account in 
the true sense of the term. The stock 
of foreign quinine which left first hands 
about two weeks ago is variously es- 
timated at from fifty to seventy- 
five thousand ounces, which realized 
on the average about sixty-four anda 
half cents per ounce. The bulk of 
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these purchases is said to have been 
for domestic manufacturers who prob- 
ably found by previous experience that 
a small profit could be made by 
placing the imported quinine un- 
der their own label and _ resell- 
ing on the basis of sixty-eight 
cents for bulk, which was then the 
market price. This mode of warfare 
could easily be carried on without loss 
to second hands, but it had no effect 
in lessening competition. Notwith- 
standing the important advance in the 
price of barks this market has re- 
mained steady since the middle of 
June, and doubtless would have been 
unckanged at present writing, had the 
foreign manufacturers not limited their 
sales and refused to grant the usual 
concessions to buyers of large bulk. 
After the liberal movement referred to, 
they steadfastly declined to release 
large supplies and quoted a figure 
that would make it unprofitable to sell 
under another label at the market 
price then ruling for American. The 
last important sale of foreign before 
the advance, was made at sixty-eight 
cents for bulk, which strongly indi- 
cated a higher figure for domestic. As 
the leading home manufacturers are 
supposed to have been stocking up on 
quinine for a month past, it is con- 
jectured that they may repeat their 
former practices when in need of ad- 
ditional supplies. 

The developments of the past few 
weeks accurately confirm the situation 
as outlined in these columns last 
month, when higher prices were pre- 
dicted and a comparison drawn be- 
tween the past and present. Facts 
and figures were presented showing 
the actual cost of manufacturing 
quinine to be seventy-two and one- 
half cents per ounce. A loss of four 
and five cents was therefore entailed 
by the foreign manufacturers on every 
ounce marketed since June to October, 
and as they supplied nearly all the 
consuniption of the world during that 
period under different Jabels, their 
aggregate loss must be enormous. It 
may be a high price to pay for the 
privilege of retaining American terri- 
tory, but they hope to be benefited in 
the end. They have enjoyed many 
years of prosperity and can afford to 
indulge in an _ expensive warfare, 
while the American manufacturers 
lay back on their oars’ and 
dictate the policy. The future of this 
industry has been the subject of con- 
siderable theoretical speculation, but 
those who have considered the ques- 
tion attentively in all its relations be- 
lieve that the trade in quinine and 
other cinchona alkaloids, has taken a 
vigorous departure quite distinct in its 
aims and results from the path pur- 
sued formerly. There are elements in 
operation, it is argued, which have an 
important bearing on the article, and 
which may abolish the violent and 
constant fluctuations attending its 
sale. The East Indian supplies will 
regulate the future price, they claim, 
and as these are now staple products, 
improvements in cultivation and regu- 
lar crops are to be expected, subject to 
slight annual variations as other crops 
are. With a steady market for the 
bark, quinine manufacturers will have 
to be satisfied with a small but steady 
rate of profit it is thought, such as is 
yielded by other manufacturing in- 
dustries, while the consumption will 
increase with low prices. This theory 
would cover the situation if there were 
no disturbing elements to contend with. 
The sharp competition in the quinine 
market was not based on the statistical 
position of the raw material, otherwise 
consumers would be paying higher 
prices to-day. The last mail advices 
from Ceylon state that stocks of bark 
are rapidly decreasing and that the 
last public sale established the rate of 
twenty and twenty-six cents* per unit 
for one to one and a half per cent,

analysis. There is also evidence of a 
large curtailment in exports from that 
section. There is a decrease of nearly 
one million and a half pounds for the 
twelve weeks ending August 27, as 
compared with the same time last year. 
This falling off has caused the total 
season’s exports from Ceylon to fall be- 
low the previous season 43,300 pounds, 
which indicate that a limit has been 
reached in the rapid expansion of the 
East India bark industry. The follow- 
ing statement exhibits the total quan- 
tities exported from Ceylon to all parts 
from ist October (commencement of 
season) to 27th August, as given in 
the London Public Ledger,

If the supply of East Indian bark 
should not be sufficient to cover re- 
quirements, the old stock remaining 
of Scuth American can be utilized, as 
it is said supplies can be had to meet 
any deficiency which may arise for 
years to come, but much of it is in- 
ferior. Bark cannot be collected in 
Ceylon during the rainy season of 
three months which ended at the close 
of August and shipments will neces- 
sarily be small during the remainder 
of this year. 

The talk of dollar quinine may in- 
fluence unwise speculation in the 
article. The market is certainly ina 
good position to maintain the present 
advance or for values to be further 
enhanced should the bark sale yester- 
day show an improvement. Specula- 
tors should go slow unless they are in 
the charmed circle having the key to 
the situation. It would not require 
many jumps like the last one to reach 
a dollar, but such an increase this year 
would not be justified by present 
conditions unless the bark market 
should continue to advance which is 
thought by many to be very 
probable, The bearish influence 
is not expected to be lifted from the 
market except in periodical spurts like 
the present when a small margin of 
profit is allowed manufacturers. Even 
if competition should not be a factor 
in determining values, there is no 
occasion to look for extreme prices. 
The dollar mark is so near and yet so 


far. 


Ir will interest the chemical trade to 
learn that the wage difference between 
the window glass manufacturers and 
their workmen, which threatened to 
result in a strike, was satisfactorily 
settled last Saturday in Pittsburg. It 
was a compromise on a ten per cent 
reduction. A general resumption of 
the factories will take place, as soon as 
as the furnaces can be placed in condi- 
tion for work. Some are undergoing 
changes for the use of natural gas, 
while others were not prepared for a 
resumption so soon, although over a 
month behind the usual time. Manu- 
facturers in the west are not in haste 
to relight their fires, as it is said 
stocks are ample and orders by no 
means pressing. It is some satis- 
faction to have the obstacle removed. 


A SIGNIFLCANT GLASS FAILURE. 


The surprising announcement was 
made last week that the failure of the 
Jeffersonville, Ind., plate glass works 
was due to the inability to compete 
with other manufacturers who use 
natural gas instead of coal as fuel. 
The company is said to have been 
losing money for some time, as the 
liabilities are largely in excess of the 
assets. This assignment has a signifi- 
eant meaning to the glass industry 
outside of the natural gas region and 
leaves the question of profits a very 
doubtful one to every institution not 
enjoying the advantages of natural gas 
as fuel. It certainly putsa new phase 
on competition and may result in 
circumscribing its limits to a material 
extent. Some manufacturers have 
been talking of removing their works 
to the gas region, but the probability 
of gas pipes being extended over adja- 
cent states has doubtless caused a 
postponemeut of action on their part. 
The glass factories having their own 
gas wells are indeed fortunate, as the 
vast decrease in cost of manufacture 
places them in a position to defy all 
competition from domestic glass, and 
to restrict importations. The Pitts- 
burg hive of industry is an illustration 
of the benefits derived from the use of 
gas, where nearly fifty glass furnaces 
are supplied with the fuel. The gas 
interests are being so closely concen- 
trated, however, that its future cost 
may not be an inducement to continue 
its use, but the manufacturers owning 
their own wells will be independent of 
all changes except a cessation of the 
flow of gas, They are no longer afraid 
to trust their furnaces and pots to the 
eaprices of a fuel whose stability and 
permanence of supply could not be 
depended upon at first. Now that it 
has caused one firm to fail, the public 
will te interested in the history of 
other establishments outside of the 
gas district. 
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A COMPLICATED CASE OF DAM- 
AGES. 

A novel question of damages for 
merchandise destroyed by fire has 
arisen, and the features of the case are 
so complicated that it will require the 
services of a sharp Philadelphia lawyer 
to disentangle the entanglement. Some 
time ago an order was sent bya Cin- 
cinnati house to England for five cases 
of Harland’s varnishes. They were 
shipped by the Monarch lineon a 
through bill of lading to Cincinnati 
and fully insured to their destination. 
The steamship company lost the bill of 
lading and the goods were left at this 
port. After they had been in New 
York for two months without the 
knowledge of the Cincinnati buyers, a 
forwarding agent notified the firm 
that the varnish was here and that if 
the amount of duty was sent him he 
would ship it. About this time the 
question of undervaluation was being 
agitated and one or two invoices had 
been raised. When the forwarding 
agent received the money to pay the 
duty on the goods, the Government 
accepted the full amount but retained 
one case until the question of duty 
was settled by the reappraisement 
concluded last week. The four 
cases were released and _ sent 
on to Cincinnati, but they were 
not destined to reach the right- 
ful owners. While stored in the rail- 
road depot of that city a fire occurred 
which consumed the varnish. The buy- 
ers would now like to know who is 
responsible for the value of the goods 
destroyed. Is the steamship company 
liable for losing the bill of lading, or 
some one else for not notifying the 
firm of the arrival of the varnish ? 
Some persons would probably think 
that the railroad company ought to 
pay for merchandise damaged or de- 
stroyed while in its possession, but 
after all the firm may look to the in- 








surance company for payment. They 
are all liable in a measure, but the dif- 
ficulty is to attach the blame to a 
source insuring the greatest benefit. 
There may be a dispute over the restor- 
ation of duty. The policy of the Gov- 
vernment is to take everything, but not 
to return anything. A refund of duties 
need not be expected from the Treas- 
ury in this case, and whoever is ad- 
judged responsible for the value of the 
goods will doubtless have to include 
the paid duties as they constitute a 
part of the mercantile value. It is such 
an unusual case, that its disposal will 
be watched with considerable interest.

SHORT WEIGHT IN LINSEED. 


It has been developed that the sys- 
tem of average weights under which 
linseed is received in London from the 
East Indies is exceedingly irregular. 
Atameeting of seed crushers held in 
London on September 15, it was 
officially reported that the average 
deficiency from the actual weight has 
been from one-half to one per cent. 
The present method of weighing a 
given number of bags to get the aver- 
age will no longer be observed, as the 
meeting decided to recommend the 
weighing of every bag of seed by the 
dock company or other public author- 
ity, or in lots of five bags at a time, 
the expense to be paid by the sellers. 
The latter plan is in successful opera- 
tion at Hull and Liverpool. This 
action will have no special interest 
to American importers of linseed, 
as they obtain their supplies direct 
from Calcutta and Buenos Ayres, 
but it creates a suspicion that 
London weights are not straight 
on other merchandise. The crush- 
ers did not stop there’ but 
adopted a resolution intimating in 
very plain words that the absence of 
sellers and buyers and their represen- 
tatives at the time of weighing, is 
more desirable than their presence. 
Before adjournment a committee was 
appointed to formulate a basis for the 
organization of an oil seed crushers as- 
sociation, which action was taken in 
recognition of the magnitude of the 
interests of the trade, according to 
the wording of the resolution adopted. 
They have in existence what is term- 
ed the “oil seed crushers association,” 
but it is doubtless more ornamental 
than practical.

THE LICORICE TRADE. 


With this issue of the REPORTER, 
we commence the publication of a 
series of articles from the United States 
consuls on the licorice plant, its manu- 
facture and trade. Many persons in- 
terested in the American cultivation 
of licorice, have requested the Depart- 
ment of State to secure information 
from the resident consuls in the lico- 
rice producing districts how the root is 
prepared for the market; whether it 
is subject to any adulteration, where 
the plant is cultivated, how much is 
exported, &c. All these questions are 
covered in the reports sent out by the 
consulsin compliance with a circular 
request of the State Department. The 
importations of licorice root alone into 
the United States last year amuunted 
to 39,057,000 pounds, valued at $800,000. 
For the twelve months ending June 
80, the imports of root were 26,406,008 
pounds. valued at $559,776, against 
89,056,653 pounds worth $799,484 dur- 
ing the same period of 1884. For the 
seven months ending July 31, the re- 
ceipts were 16,920,366 pounds, in com- 
parison with 21,866,439 pounds in the 
corresponding time of last year. Last 
July recorded imports of 4,898,818 
pounds, against 981,065 pounds same 
month in 1884, which show a consider- 
able increase in the midsummer busi- 
ness of this year. 

Preparation of the stick licorice is a 
widely extended industry along the 
Mediterranean coasts. The quality 
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preferred in the United Kingdom is 
made in Calabria and sold under the 
name of Solazzi and Corigliano juice. 
The Spaniards boil and compound 
their licorice by a secret process. It 
grows wild in that country and an 
important trade is done in the article. 
The native root is to be found in seve- 
ral parts of this country, but the qual- 
ity is not such as to give it value. It 
is believed that by proper cultivation 
in the warmer Southern States, it 
could be made a profitable undertak- 
ing. In another columnof this issue 
will be found an article on the licorice 
industry of England. Subsequent 
publications will refer to its produc- 
tion and manufacture in Spain, West- 
ern Andalusia, Sicily, Portugal, Asia 
Minor and Syria. The reports con- 
tain a fund of important information 
which cannot fail to be interesting. 
rn 
AS WILL be noticed by an article in 
another column, the opposition to 
menhaden fishing on the New Jersey 
coast is still a live subject in the land 
of mosquitos. Senator Sewell is cred- 
ited with taking a leading hand in the 
warfare in the hope of manufacturing 
political capital and intends to push a 
bill through Congress which is de- 
signed to restrict what he is pleased to 
term ‘‘ piratical” fishing. He has 
enlisted the sympathy of Gov. Abbett, 
and with this team at the head, the 
small faction of chronic grumblers ex- 
pect to make a noise at all events. 
Two sides have played at that game 
before, and the wreckers of the men- 
haden industry discovered that the 
fishermen were not entirely friendless. 
They can give their enemies a larger 
slice of defeat the next time if they 
crave it.

A permit was taken out Thursday for the 
erection of a four-story brick factory 60x100, 
to be located at the corner of Second steeet 
and Bridge avenue, Camden, N. J. The build- 
ing isto be erected by S. B. Goff for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing patent medicines. 


Mr. Wm. H. Wickham of Messrs. McKesson 
& Robbins sailed for Europe with his wife, on 
steamer Adriatic, Oct.1. Mrs. Wickham is in 
delicate health and will remain in France to 
enjoy the effects of its more congenial climate 
for some time. Mr. Wickham intends to return 
in about a month. 


The Natron Soda Company filed articles of 
incorporation in San Francisco, Cal., last week. 
The object isto manufacture and sell borax, 
soda and other chemicals in this State and Ne- 
vada. Capital stock, $100,(00. Directors—W.

Mr. Frank Siddell, the Philadelphia soap mer- 
chant, is being solicited by owners of fast 
horses in all parts of the country, to buy their 
animals at fancy prices. He rests contented 
under the belief that he and Philadelphia have, 
in the $50,000 team he bougut recently, the 
fastest team in the world. 


A delegation from the Common Council of 
Toledo, Ohio, opened an old artesian well on 
Adams street, and in a few minutes enough 
natural gus had collected to furnish a bright 
flame. This setttes the question of natural 
gas, and will give the city such a boom as it has 
never before experienced, 


A meeting of the window glass manufactur- 
ers of the United States was held on Wednesday 
last in this city. Among those who were pres- 
ent and remained a few days was Mr.T. Wight- 
man, J. Chambers, C. Inmsen, R. C. Schmertz, 
of Pittaburg, N. T. De Pauw of New Albany, 
and A. Catlin of Ottawa, Ill. 


The island of Formosa, which the French 
have just conquered, is very rich in vegetable 
and animal life, on account of its excellent 
climate. This island, though but three hun- 
dred and sixty kilometers long and one hun- 
dred and forty wide from east to west, is the 
chief source of our camphor supply. 


The total number of mercantile failures in 
the United States during the last nine montha 
is 8,423 as compared with 8,302 in a like portion 
of 1884, with 7,358 in 1883 and against 5,307 in 
nine months of 1882, a gain as compared with 
last year of but 121 failures, of 1,065 as against 
1884, and of 3,116 when compared witn 1882. 


Since September last important changes in 
the management of the Standard Manufactur- 
ing Co., South Carolina, have taken place. The 
capital now amounts to $50,000. During the 
last year the works turned out 90,000 barrels, 
and expect next year to turm out 206,000 bar- 
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rels. The product last year was valued at $40,- 

It is understood that all effort to procure 
such amendments of the Spanish commercial 
treaty, submitted last session to Congress, as 
would make it more advantageous for the 
United States was fruitless. This being the 
case the treaty, which was withdrawn by the 


President last spring, will not be returned to 
the Senate. 


The Commissioner of Customs has instructed 
customs officers to makeareturn at the close 
of each quarter of all unclaimed merchandise 
in public stores, bonded warehouse or custom 
house. No such returnsappear in the accounts 
of Collectors as now rendered, and it is re- 
garded as important that the Department 
should possess such information. 


The Northwestern Petroleum Gas Company, 
Chicago, Ill., capital stock $400,000, has been in- 
corporated by Luke A. Wilder, Harmon Hurl- 
but, Lucien Broadwell, for the manufacture 
and sale of gas made from crude petroleum 
oil for lighting, heating, cooking, or any other 
purpose. Also for the manufacture and sale of 
the apparatus and material necessary for its 
production. 


Some of the German technical journals have 
rececently directed attention toa new process 
for obtaining metallic magnesium by distilla- 
tion. The ore, or other substance, containing 
the metal, is intimately mixed with iron oxide 
and carbon, or sometimes with carbon alone, 
and the mixture is raised toa white heat in a 
closed vessel. The magnesium vapors are con- 
densed and collected in the usual manner. 


Savannah is one of the few towns that clings 
tothe drummers’ tax, but the petition of her 
merehants now pending before the Council in- 
dicates that she is becoming ashamed of it. A 
city that leads all other cities of the world in 
the amount of long staple cotton and naval 
stores that it handles, ought not to be willing 
to be pointed at as one that levies atax on 
commercial travelers to help pay her munici- 
pal expenses.—Savannah News. 


Taxation in manufacturing cities hag been 
attracting more than usual attention during 
the last two years, and latterly this appears to 
be condensing into a feeling that something 
should be done towards reducing this incubus 
tothe minimum. Queer this was not thought 
of years ago: but it was not, business men hay- 
ing been too thronged with the cares of their 
individual fortunes to more than glance ac- 
casionally at how municipal mattcrs were con- 
ducted. 


Messrs. C. F. Boehringer & Soehne, manu- 
facturing chemists, of Mannheim, Germany, 
have lately established a factory in Lima, Peru, 
for the manufacture of crude cocaine. This 
crude cocaine prepared from fresh yathered 
leaves, is carefully refined at their laboratory 
in Mannheim, from where they received the 
lirst consignment a few days ago, The cocaine 
has been tested by the most eminent physicians 
and highest medical authorities with the most 
satisfactory result. 


Mresrs, J. M. Brinkley & Co., of Memphis, 
Tenn,, have formed a partnership for carrying 
on a cottonseed commission and produce brok- 
erage business. Mr. E. M. Durham, for the 
last ten years secretary of the Panola Oil Com- 
pany, will be in charge of the office, and will 
give special attention to buying and selling 
cottonseed products. His long experience asa 
manufacturer gives him special advantages, as 
he is intimately acquainted with most of the 
manufacturers in the country. 


The Jeffersonville, Ind, Plate Glass Works 
assigned last week, and the 150 employes were 
notified that the works would shut down at 
once. The institution bas been losing money 
and the failure is said to be due to the inability 
to compete with other manufacturers who use 
gas instead of coal for fuel. The liabilities will 
reach $160,000. Mr. Stanward, the assignee, 
estimates the assets at $80,000. First mortgage 
and real estate bonds are held to the amount of 
$100,000. The other indebtedness will be about 
$60,000. 

T. 4; A. Hamilton, glass manufacturers, Pitts- 
burg, have concluded to see whether or not 
they had any control over their apprentices, 
when the strikers were endeavoring to quit 
work, Asa result, they had Thomas J. O'Con- 
nell, arrested for defauiting and absconding 
and refusing to attend to his duties as an 
aprentice. The Court held that the boy must 
return to work, and the plaintiffs agreeing to 
take him back, he was allowed to go. If he 
hadn’t gone back he would have had to go to 
prison. 

Mr. B. F. Van Valkenburgh, assistant New 
York Dairy Commissioner, through his deputies 
and such information as was furnished him by 
the Produce Committee, has succeeded in se- 
curing the arrest of a number of dealers in ar- 
tificial butter and oleomargarine, In addition 
to the crimipval proceedings in the cases, civil 
actions involving a penalty of $500 in each case 
bas been begun against ten of the dealers, It 
is thought probable that a number of the cases 
will be brought to trial during the present 
month, 


There is serious trouble existing between the 
journeymen glass-blowera in Philadelphia and 
the employers. There are strikes pending in 
thiee of the places, and it is said that there are 
about 700 men in all outon strike. Monday 
morning all the hands in the shop of Gillender 
& Son, on Oxford street, below Second, consist 
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ing of nearly 100 blowers and laborers, left the 
shop and refused to return to work. A com- 
mittee of the men had presented to the firm a 
new scale of wages averaging about $1.50 per 
week higher than had been paid, and upon the 
firm’s refusal to grant the increase the word 
was given and the men quit in a body. 


An aabestos mine exists on the spur of a hill 
about two miles from Gundagai, New South 
Wales, in which the lode has been driven upon 
for a distance of ninety feet, and a shaft 100 
feet deep has also been sunk. The mineral 
occurs in a serpentine formation similar to 
quartz veins and is mined in the same manner. 
The material is very abundant and is stated to 
be of as good quality as any in the world. The 
shareholders have started an asbestos manu- 
factory, in which they propose to work up 
asbestos for various purposes, among others, 
for the manufacture of a fire proof paint. 

Mr. Boverton Redwood, the well knewn 
chemist of London, England, departed from 
New York last week after a visit of about 
thirty days among the refineries and oil der- 

, Ticks of Pennsylyania, in order to familiarize 
himself with American production and manu- 
facture. Mr. Redwood being the chemist of 
the London Petroleum Exchange and Board of 
Trade, a compliment from him is of considera- 
ble impurtance,and as he found occasion to 
speak in very high terms of several of the re- 
fineries in this country and of the quality of oil 
produced, the manufacturers were only sorry 
that he did not extend his visit. 


The Export, of Berlin, has published an im- 
portant notice concerning an expedition for 
founding commercial] establishments in foreign 
countries. The expedition is under the auspices 
of the ‘‘Central Geographical Association of 
Berlin” and of the “Bank of Exportation.” 
Many German merchants have determined to 
unite in furnishing a large vessel with a cargo 
consisting of a complete collection of patterns 
and a quantity of merchandise, which will be 
superintended by commercial! representatives. 
This floating exbibition will proceed to the 
Mediterranean and first visit the ports of 
northern .\frica, then those of the Levant, and 
finally the European ports in Greece, Italy and 
Spain. ; 

An East Liverpool journal denies the pub- 
lished statement that natural gas was in use 
there for twenty-five years, and that the sup- 
ply is as extensive as when the wells were first 
drilled. At Jethro, near East Liverpool, a salt 
works has been operated by gas for many 
years, but the supply has fallen off considera- 
bly since the first of the year. Several years 
since Cartwright Brothers got gas at 500 feet, 
but within three months the supply failed, and 
the firm was obliged to again use coal. Neither 
did deeper drilling improve the wells, in fact 
after drilling to a depth of 2,500 feet no gas was 
found save at the depth first stated. A com- 
pany is now being formed to drill on the oppo- 
site side of the river from Liverpool. 


The Norwegian bark Columbus, Captain 
Mikkelsen, from Liverpool, dropped her an- 
chor yesterday in the river, off South Camden, 
Pa.,after a heavy and tempestuous voyage.The 
Columbus took the extreme northerly passage 
going inside of Sable Sound, and was close to 
the Newfoundland coast. On September 7 the 
falling barometer indicated a storm, and sails 
were furled just in time to escape the fury of a 
hurricane, which lasted for ten days without 
cessation. The vessel was navigated along 
under bare poles nearly the whole time. The 
second day of the storm the cargo shifted, giv- 
ing the vessel a list to the starboard and smash- 
ing to pieces two boats and washing them over- 
board. She had a cargo of chemicals and 
general merchandise. 

The agreement which settled the wage differ- 
ence between the window glass manufacturers 
and their workmen last week is as follows: We, 
the representatives of the manufacturers and 
workers of Pi‘tsburg and the West, hereby 
agree that at the present selling price of glass 
there is to be a reduction in the wages paid 
during the blast of 1884-85 of 10 per cent, When 
the price of glass reaches 70 and 10 per cent. off 
the list the wages of 1884-85 are to be restored. 
It is further agreed that all the usages in force 
during the last blast romain the same. The 
production of single strength glass to be 48 
boxes per week for each blower and double 
strength glass to be 30 boxes per week. The 
price of the double thick bracket (all above) is 
to be changed from $6 to $7 on second quality, 
and from $1 75 to $2 for third quality. 


Schuyler & Hadduck begun a suit in the Chi- 
cago Circuit Court against Mark Dalafontaine, 
a well known chemist, to recover $10,(0) for 
alleged libel under rather novel circumstance s, 
The plaintiffs and W. J. Higginson & Co. are 
rival cidar vinegar manufacturers, and have 
been attacking one another very freely of late 
in the newspapers. Higginson & Co. employed 
Prof, Delafontaine to analyze their rivals’ vin- 
egar, and he made a written report to them 
that he had bought three samples of the defend- 
ants’ product in the open market and found it 
to be ofa very inferior quality and impure. 
This report was published by W. J. Higginson 
& Co. in the newspapers, and Schuyler & Had- 
duck a week or two after sued their rivals for 
$20,000 for publishing it and now sue the chem- 
ist for making the analysis and report. 

The Baltimore Palverizing Company is erect- 
ing works at the corner of Philpot and Wiils 
streets, Fell’s Point, Baltimore, Md., under the

man, who will be the manager. The works are 
designed to pulverize all classes of minerals 
used to make paints—felspar, talc, soapstone, 
phosphates, coal, coke, charcoal, carbon, ce- 
ment rock, pumicestone, gold and silver ore, 
baryta, boneblack, black lead, marble, lime- 
stone, fire brick or any friable material, The 
machinery will reduce these to any degree of 
fineness,even to an impalpable powder if re- 
quired. The chief product will be the prepar- 
ing of flintstone, so extensively used in the 
soap and pottery trades, and which, owing to 
its hardness and gritty nature, is very difficult 
to prepare by the old methods. The pulveriz- 
ing will be done by a pneumatic process, which 
is a novelty in itself, and is expected to bring 
about great changes in the phosphate business. 


OBITUARY. 


A. W. KREDEL. 

Mr. Alfred W. Kredel, a leading druggist of 
Allegheny, Pa., died last week from consump- 
tion. The disease was caused by a wound re- 
ceived during the rebellion. Mr. Kredel’s 
death had been expected for several days, but 
he had been incapacitated from business for 
several months. The deceased had been a 
prominent druggist for many years,his place of 
business being located at Ohio and Chestnut 
streets. He enlisted in Company Bof the Ninth 
Pennsylvania reserves and was mustered in on 
May 1, 1861, with the rank of Corporal. He 
served with distinction until the battle of 
Gaine’s Mill, on June 27, 1862, when he received 
a dangerous bullet wound in the lungs. On 
August 28, 1862, he was discharged on a sur- 
geon’s certificate. Some years after his dis- 
charge, Mr. Kredel waa attacked by consump- 
tion, the result of his wound, which finally 
terminated in death. Mr. Kredel was elected 
to Select Council of Allegheny for three terms 
by the citizens of the Third ward. During 
that time he served as chairman of several 
committees and was generally recognized as 
authority on municipal matters. He leaves a 
wife and several children. 


GEORGE W. LAMSON. 

Telegrams were received on Thursday last 
announcing the death, at Colorado Springs, of 
Mr. George W. Lamson, formerly of this city. 
Fifteen years ago he was the leading broker in 
varnish gums, having succeeded his uncle who 
died about this time. Until October 1, 1815, he 
was located at 33 Cedar St., but failing tealth 
compelled him to give up business,and he 
removed at once to Colorado,and thus in a 
measure prolonged his days. He leaves a 
brother Edwin of the firm of John S Lamson & 
Brother, who is now the only member left of a 
large family. 


JOSEPH E. BALDWIN, 

A dispatch from Saratoga announces the sud- 
den death Sept. 30 of Mr. Joseph E, Baldwin, of 
chis city. He was on his way to the depot 
when he dropped dead on tne street, tit is 
thought from heart disease. Mr. Baldwin was 
born in Norwalk, Conn., in 1823. Fortwenty 
years he had been a promi ent dealer in corks 
and bottles, doing business in this city at No. 
194 Water street, and residing at No. 40 Fourth 
Place, Brooklyn. He was prominently and 
tavorably known in the drug trade, and was on 
a business trip at the timeof his death. He 
leaves a wife and two song. 


PETER OGIER, 


Mr. Peter Ogier, a prominent druggist and 
octogenarian of Cambridge, O., died last week 
ufter a business experience of nearly half a 
century, and having reached the age of 83 
years. In 1836he began the business of gen- 
eral merchandising in Cambridge, and about 
1846 turned his attention particularly to the 
drug trade, in partnership with Dr, 8. B, Clark, 
This firm was dissolved in 1856, since which 
time Mr Ogier continued businessin his own 
name and has been known farand wide as one 
of the most competent, reliable and scrupulous 
druggists of his generation, and his ability to 
compound medicines with safety did not leave 
him until the last two or three years, and all 
his business has been done in his own aame 
until the present time, His health remained 
good, notwithstanding the feebleness of age, 
until eleven weeks ago, when he was stricken 
by paralysis, which totally disabled the left side 
and to some extent affected the whole body.

Something Regarding Insurance, 


Sr. Lours, Oct. 2. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Lest you should inadvertantly class my in- 
frequent papers, Mr Editor, with the fine spun 
theories of the modern political mugwump, I 
beg leave to assure you that I am only an ad- 
vocate of needed and practical reform in the 
conduct of business affairs. 

We bear from all quarters that business is un- 
profitable; that while the usual volume main- 
tains the profitsarising therefrom are miseratly 
small, and that even this pittance is all or 
nearly all consumed by expenses, Merchants 
report themselves furnishing their time and 
experience backed by the capital involved and 
risk incurred in the conduct of business, to find 
when they take stock apd balance their books 
that the employes and other avenues of expense 
have gotten away with most if not all the pro- 
ceeds of the long year of incessant toil. 

The plan of selling goods through traveling 


salesmen,as one of the large orifices through 
which the profits go, has recently been a matter 
of earnest discussion in your journal as well as 
many others. But that is not the only parasite 
that bas grown up and fastened itself upon the 
patient back of business during these years of 
prosperity. 

During these years of grand opportunity 
every minor interest necessary in the safe con- 
duct of business has expanded itself into a 
mam moth institution which, in the present low 
condition of affairs, completely overshadows 
and gets away with all its legitimate earnings. 
Our docile camel, in his present weakened con- 
dition, has not only one hump togcarry on his 
back, but his entire spinal column is covered 
with a species of parasites which drew from 
him all the blood he could spare in prosperoug 
times; which grew to their present rotund and 
abnormal proportions in his day of plenty, and 
which, now securely fastened on him, demand 
as much as ever, even to the taking away of his 
precious life. No wonder then, that business 
is bestirring itself in order to shake off entirely 
all that is unnecessary, and bring down that 
which is necessary to its proper place in the 
procession and to its equitable share in the 
earnings. 

In this articleSI shall call your attention to 
but one of these monster parasites--one which 
has grown with our growth until it has become 
a mammoth institution, but which refuses to 
let go ita tentacles one jot or tittle in our pres- 
ent depleted and exhausted condition. It has 
firmly seated itself on our backs and proposes 
to have its full supply of the profits of busi- 
ness, regardless alike of the condition or suffer- 
ings of the animal upon which it triumphantly 
rides, This one is fire insurance, and I ask you 
and your readers te carefully look that busi- 
ness parasite over with me, and seeif at the 
present time and in the present state 
of affairs, it is not assuming an import- 
ance and appropriating to itself a larger 
share of the earnings of business than are jus- 
tifled by normal circumstances. I use the 
term parasite in this paper in no offensive 
signification. We will deal fairly with the sub- 
ject, and admit in the outset that it is an honest 
and legitimate avocation—one necessary for 
the safe transaction of all kinds of business, 
and that the men engaged therein are as reputa- 
ble as those engaged inthe primary a‘fairs of 
the business world, upon which they thrive 
and out of which they derive their incomes. 

The question at issue, however, is not one of 
income, but rather the quantity of that income 
demanded, assessed and collected off the busi- 
ness of the country by insurance companies. 


Now, we are assured by the insurances agents 
in this section of the country that the great 
companies, both foreign and Eastern for whom 
they write policies, are making little or no 
money, and it is likely that such is the state- 
ment of other agents in other parts of the 
country. Most of these companies are stock 
organizations, and the fact that a large semi- 
annual dividend does not regularly reach the 
stockholder does not by any manner of means 
prove that vast sums are not made. Any one 
who pays insurance can see that out of the 
immense sum collected, somebody gets paid 
—the facts of the case are that sumebody 
gets paid too much, and that somebody are the 
Officers of the companies and the enterprising 
agents they employ. 

Leaving the examination of the presidential- 
like salaries of the officers of the parent com- 
panies and the magnificent premises they 
occupy, to those nearer the field of examina- 
tion, I shall confine myself to an exhibit of 
some of the regal beauties and comforts which 
are displayed on every hand by their agents in 
our western cities, not forgetting the enormous 
commissions they receive for placing insur- 
ance, and which enables them even in these 
hard times to occupy the very uppermost plat- 
form of prosperity. 

Like any other commission business where 
goods have not to be warehoused, all that is 
required is a neat little office with desks and 
employees in proportion to the amount of bus- 
iness performed. No capital is required other 
than that necessary to furnish the aforesaid 
modest little office and perhaps to pay the first 
installment of rent; as the business only con- 
sista in placing insurance, issuing the policies 
therefor and collecting the assessment thereon 
—it is a plain, simple business affair carried on 
without capital and without risk,and for which 
millions’of transaction in merchandise are eag- 
erly performed,in a similar way in the business 
world fora commission of one or even one- 
half of one per cent. 

(I would remark here, that one per cent com- 
mission on the premium of insurance policies, 
when we take all the circumstances of the vol- 
ume of transactions, labor involved, etc., into 
consideration, bears about the same relation as 
compensation. to the underwriti: business, 
that the same percentage does tthe whole 
transaction in merchandise affairs,) 

But not so in tbe fire insurance business. The 
great parent companies have so enriched them- 
selves at the expense of business during its 
prosperous years, when its profits were ade- 
quate and merchants were liberal, that they too 
were extremely liberal with their agents, and 
paid them, and it is said areeven now, during 
these unprofitable times, still paying them the 
extravagant commission of fifteen or more 
per cent upon the premiums collected,or uearly 
one-sixth of the whole. 

Agents have organized themselves into under- 
writers’ associations, with rules and penaltie’ 


for their infraction—to destroy competition— 
and have thrown around their transactions a 
glamour of importance that they trust will 
screen them from the keen scrutiny of plain 
business men and hedge them in even asa 
king. 

They bave surveyors and experts,and sundry 
other expensive appendages,to do what an 
ordinary common sense business man would 
aimost intuitively perform, and the result of 
all this wide and comprehensive tomfoolery is 
that they charge the careful and watchful bus- 
iness man, who never burns out, quite as much 
as they do the negligent one who assesses them 
a loss regularly about every five years. 

No wonder they live in fine houses and fare 
sumptuonsly every day. No wonder they oc- 
cupy magnificent counting rooms and vie with 
the metropolitan national bank and the irre- 
pressible sewing machine proprietor in the 
splendor and costliness of their surroundings. 
Business men have recently been crying out 
against the extravagant charges for insurance, 
and, as stated above, have been told that the 
companies are making nomoney. Let me here 
tell them what they already know {ull well,that 
the era of abnormal! prosperity is past; that we 
are nowin the midst of rational and normal 
times; that we must all content ourselves with 
minimum profits, and that the business of the 
country can carry this extravagant method of 
conducting insurance no longer. 

Of course. the agent will cry out against any 
reduction in his commission, even if business 
is bled to the death—but the insurance men 
must adapt themselves to the times, and come 
along way down from their present preten- 
8.0ns, as the business they insure has already 
done. Let the present companies do their bus- 
iness with an economy suited to the times, and 
divide ten or fifteen per cent. of their income 
now paid to agents (making it a metropolitan 
and primary instead of a sccondary business) 
equitably between the assured and themselves, 
and relieve both parties in interest from an un- 
necessary and unbusiness like burden. 

This paper is written to call upon the insur- 
ance companies of the country to remodel and 
retrench the expenses of their calling. and re- 
lieve trade from one of the burdens which 
unitedly are drinking up the Jast drop of its 
life blood, and upon the business men of the 
country to insist that it shall be speedily done.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

We bad one party here who bought largely 
of futures for September at high prices, and of 
course he was interested in keeping the mar- 
ket up, and no doubt he had something to do 
with the first lots exported. Since the advance 
in the London market there has been consider- 
able inquiry and increased demand. On Satur- 
day last, one party bought about 50,000 bushels 
of flaxseed at $1 24, on track here. This he has 
bagged and cleaned for shipment on eastern 
roads. The bagging and cleaning will cost 
about 5 cents per bushel. He has freight en- 
gaged at low rates and it all goesto the Conti- 
nent, To-day the receipts were the largest we 
have ever known in Chicago—175 cars. The 
same party bought considerable seed at $1 22 on 
track. If freight continues low it can be ex- 
ported at this price, but if freights advance, the 


price here must go down.

Cod oil, produced from the livers of fish by 
the action of the atmosphere, is dutiable at the 
rate of 25 per cent ad valorem, under the pro- 
v sion in Schedule A. T. I., new, 92, for “all 
preparations known as rendered oils.”’ [Letter 
to Collector of Customs at Boston.] 

Dry ochery earth, so-called, commercially 
known as “filling up,’’ composed of silica and 
alumnia, with oxide of iron, magnesia and lime 
combined in certain proportions, is dutiabie at 
the rate of one-half per cent. per pound, under 
the provision in Schedule A. T. I., new, 89, for 
“ochre and ochery earths * * * when dry. 
[Letter to Collector of Customs of New York.] 

Lime glass bottles, with stoppers, the stoppers 
being ground or cut and fitted firmly into the 
bottles are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent 
ad valorem, under the provision in Schedule B. 
T. L, new, 135, for articles of glass, cut.”” [Let- 
ter to Collector of Customs at New York.] 

| Before allowing entries upon pro forma in- 
voices, in the absence of duly authenticated 
consular invoices, collectors of customs are 
directed to see that the affidavit filed by the 
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importer clearly shows that it is impracticable 
to produce such ec. nsular invoice at the time of 
entry, and he will also, whenever he deems it 
necessary to do so,examine the applicant under 
oath, and require him to produce any letters or 
papers in his possession touching the value of 
the merchandise or the purchase price thereof, 
and, if the evidence of non-production of such 
consular invoice, &c., is not satisfactory, to 
refuse entry until other satisfactory evidence 
or the consular invoice is presented, (Letter 
to Collector of Customs at Boston.]

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


An Iowa woman has named her twin 
daughters Gasoline and Kerosene. 


The oil fever still prevails at Toronto, Ohio, 
It was there, it will be remembered, that oil 
was discovered a few days since. 


At the Pittsburg Petroleum Exchange Mr. 
W. W. Chaplin was elected Manager and M. J. 
Gorman Assistant Manager of the Clearing- 
house, Salaries, $2,000 and $1,100 


It is thought by experienced oil men that the 
Thorn Creek field will continue at about its 
present production, in the neighborhood of 
2,000 barrels per day for a long time, and will 
be a steady producing field. 


Tbe Italian bark Industria, Captain Schiaf- 
fino, which cleared Philadelphia on August 4 
with a large cargo of Petroleum, has been 
abandoned at sea in a sinking eondition, The 
crew were rescued by a passing vessel. 


Petroleum residue is now burned in locomo- 
tives on all the Russian railroads, This form 
of fuel is likely to be largely used in the future 
in the place of coal, not only for locomotives, 
but for steamships. 


On Thursday evening an “agitatcr” in the oil 
works ot Denslow & Bush, at the foot of 40th 
street, Brooklyn, exploded with a loud report. 
The damage caused by the burning oil will 
amount to $1,000, on which there is no insu- 
rance.

that refined petroleum in tin cases exerts an 
influence on the compasses equal to the same 
amount of iron or steel, has attracted much 
attention, end it is expected that means of 
protection will in a short time be devised. 


It was said atthe Petroleum Exchange that 
Soutter & Co. had been operating on the bear 
side of the oil market during the past three 
months, in which oil bas advanced 30 cents per 
barrel, and their losses in this way had been 
fully as large as upon the Stock Exchange. 

The quantity of refined petroleum entered 
for consumption in the Dominion of Canada 
(exclusive of British Columvia) for the month 
ending the 3lst of August, amounted to 215,933 
gallons. This shows a considerable increase 
over the imports of the previous month which 
amounted to 162,728 gallons. 


The production of the old Thorn Creek dis- 
trict is about 2,100 barrels. Probably the 
largest well in the entire oil country is iu 
Thorn Creek—Fisher Oil Company’s No. l4— 
which is doing about 185 barrels. Thorn Creek 
is not dying the rapid death predicted of it by 
its enemies, and its friends are proud of the 
record of its wells. 


The boring of the Sadsbury oil well near 
Parkesburg, Chester county, has been sus- 
pended. The drill has reached a depth of 145 
feet, 100 feet of which was through hard horn- 
blend rock. It is rumored that the well will be 
abandoned, asa valuable mineral has been dis- 
covered which will pay better than oi). 


The Titusville field, now just a year old, is 
doing 2,100 barrels. The Mahan well is shut 
down awaiting pipe line connections. Phillips 
resumed drilling on the Eneryick farm well. 
The Leidecker well, of which s0 much was said 
a month ago, is again coming to the front. The 
owners declare the well is now in the third 
sand beyond peradventure. They have guard- 
ed the derrick and are going to make the wella 
“mystery.” 

Roess Bros., on Two Mile run, struck a well 
which for the Franklin territory is considered 
phenomenal. The well started off at 15 bar- 
rels and has averaged eight barrels a day for 
the past two weeks. Fee and Dunbar in the 
same locality,are about ready to bounce the 
drill, while W. 8. McMullen is down 50 feet. 
Captain Oustin on the Tavk lease, is drilling a 
well and will soon clean an old well. 


Announcement is made in the Ottawa Gazette 
that letters patent have been issued to the ‘*Tne 
Refiners Oil Company,”’ the members of which 
are F. A. Fitzgerald and John Forrestal, of 
London: J. L. Englehardt, $Petrolea: J. McMil- 
lan, Kingston; F. Wolfe, M. J. Woodward, J. 
D'Oyly Noble, Jas. McMillan, John McDonald 
and Thos, Gleason, Petrolea, and Wm. McKay, 
Woodstock. The capital stock is $50,000. 


The Bradford Star says: “It is astonishing 
to what extent the sale of privileges on the oil 
market has grown, and it is said that Bradford 
is headquarters for this kind of speculation. 
During the month of last August M. C. Egbert, 
put and call broker, sold privileges on 3,341,000 
barrels, and the other agencies here would at 
least swell this amount to the enormous figures 
of at least 5,0C0,000 barrels for that period.” 


On the freight steamer Thoroughfare “the 
cost of oil as fuel was found to be 44 per cent 
less for the first five months than for the 
corresponding period a year ago.” On the 
great transfer steamer Solano the saving has 
been less hitherto; but as the oil costs $4 for 
100 gallons as against $7 a ton for coal, and as 
100 gallons of oil make as much steam as one 
ton of coal, the general average of economy is 
obviously high. It is already demonstrated in 
fact by these successful tests that no region 
which possesses petroleum, or can obtain it 
economically, need be dependent upon coal for 
fuel for manufacturing and transportation, 
and it is equally certain that eventually the 
refuse oil will be utilized for bousehold fuel, as 
has already been done in some parts of Russia. 
—N. Y. Tribune.

The following telegram from Buffalo will be 
read with peculiar interest by oil shippers gen- 
erally: **The Canadian Government officials 
have unearthed a stupendous system of smug 
gling. The chief article in regard to which dis- 
closures have been ma.‘e is kerosene oil. This 
is sold in the United Stites at seven or eight 
cents a gallon. The Canadian oil costs much 
more, and is an inferior article. The difference 
is about 100 per cent. The duty is much lighter 
than it was under the old tariff, but it isenough 
to make smuggling no small object. In faddi- 
tion'to the gain in this way another object is ac- 
complished by the introduction of much oil 
which will not stand the inspectors’ ,fest as to 








by the people to the ordinary Canadian oil. 
The smuggling is done chiefly at night and has 
become such an industry that American dealers 
bave their regular customers in almost every 
town along the river. So slyly is the work done 
in the darkness that the Canadian who wakes 
in the morning and finds his tank or barrel fall 
of oil is able to swear that he knows nothing of 
anything illicit in the affair. As a rule, how- 
ever, all classes of citizens have become 80 con- 
science-seared that they defend the practice as 
a& moral necessity. Now that the Dominion 
officials have waked up, however, it is possible 
that some strong effort will be made to remedy 
the evil. All past attempts have been spas- 
modic, and have failed of effect, while smug- 
gling has thriven apace, and smugglers on both 
sides have grown rich by their nocturnal labors. 
The oil is supplied the smugglers, it is said, by 
Pittsburg firms.” 


Rumors were prevalent at the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchange, of this city, on 
Saturday, that a big defalcation had been dis- 
covered in the accounts of a broker reputed to 
be the representative of the prominent Broad 
street stock house otf Spencer Trask & Co., and 
that the culprit had got possession of the funds 
and skipped to Canada to take his place among 
the retired Cashiers and Tellers. At the office 
of Spencer Trask & Co., Mr. Geo. F. Peabody, 
a partner, said: “The party referred to was 
not our representative and the amovnt involved 
is not large. Besides we have got our money 
back and have nothing further to say.” Late 
in the afternoon it leaked out that the broker 
referred to was Mr. Clason Graham, who isa 
relative of Mr. Trask, and who has been gen- 
erally credited with having conducted the 
operations of the firm on the floor of the Ex- 
change, and that he bad on Friday, in the 
regular course of business, been a creditor in 
the Clearing House of the Exchange with 
about $26,000 from sales of oil, the amount 
representiug $25,000 belonging to Trask & Co. 
and $1,000 profit. The check was made out as 
usual to the order of Mr. Graham, and was 
drawn on the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany. With the check Graham went to the 
Park National Bank, had it certified, and drew 
the money, and from the bank took a train for 
Canada via Springfield. Messrs. Trask & Co. 
not receiving the money during the day, sent 


several times to Graham's office, No. 80 Broad- 
way, and at last had their suspicions aroused 
that all was not rigbt, and placed the matter in 
the hands of their lawyers, Stewart & Board- 
man, who at once notified Pinkerton’s agency 
of the flight of Graham." Messages were sent 
to ali the adjacent cities, and Saturday morn- 
ing Grabam was arrested at Springfield, Mass., 
with the money in his possession.

I[t 
indicates and records the temperature of a dis- 
tant point thus giving at all times the manage~ 
ment of manufacturing and other establish- 
lishments a complete knowledge and control of 
the temperatures throughout an entire estab- 
lishment. To the readers of this journal it 
would beof great value in many of its applica- 
tions particularly in oil refineries, cotton and 
woolen mills, oilcloth factories, chemical, glue 
and dye works, vulcanizers, japanners; and in 
fact nearly all those industries tributary to the 
oil, paint and drug trade.

The Misfortunes of a Dyestuff Man- 
ufacturer. 

About a year ago the dye trade was aston- 
ished by the failure of the firm of Gifford, 
Sherman & Innis, of No. 120 William street, 
dealersin all kinds of dyes and dyestuffs, dyo 
woods, &c. The house stood at the very head 
of the trade, and Mr. George Innis, the junior 
partner, was looked upon as a Nestor among 
the dye manufacturers. In Poughkeepsie, 
where his home was, and also the mills of the 
concern, he occupied an exaited position both 
in the social and business worlds. Twice he 
had been mayor of the city and om one occa- 
sion he had declined the nomination for State 
senator. A prominent bank director, one of 
the most intiuential and respected of the origi- 
nal trustees of Vassar College and pruminent 
in the charitable and educational enterprises 
in that city, Mr. Innis was looked upon not 
only asa particularly public-spirited man but 
also asatower of financial strength, and his 
failure came like a thunder clap to the com- 
munity. Sis friends—and he has a host, judg- 
ing from the number a reporter met in a brief 
visit to this city—hastened to declare that his 
failure was forced upon him by unfair means, 
and various stories have becn told by the local 
press and also by the talk of the town regard- 
ing the underiying cause for smashing a inan- 
ufacturing business believed to be making a 
clear protit of $60,000 per year. 

In June one of the idle factories burned 
down, and his friends ascribed the fire to incen- 
diaries in the interest of his enemies, His wife, 
it is said, has been greatly afraid that some 
form of personal violence would be attempted 
against him, but the rest of the family have 
pooh-poohed this idea. Yesterday Mr. Innis: 
riends in Poughkeepsie learned that he haf 
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been arrested while on his way to spend Sun- 
day with his family and had been incarcerated 
for three nights and two days in Ludlow street 
jail, and they went wild over what they termed 
an immeasurable outrage. Attention was 
called to the fact that his son and nephew were 
on the point of starting the mills and re-open- 
ing the business under the name of Innis & Co., 
Mr. George Innis taking a salaried position as 
general manager. The circulars of the new 
firm had just been distributed among the trade. 
Late on Saturday, after his lawyers had gone 
out of town, and when friends with property 
would be particularly hard to find, his body 
had been seized at the Grand Central Depot on 
account of an old judgment, which. the friends 
declare had been more than made good, and 
sugjected to the shame and pain of incarcera- 
tion in the debtors’ prison. Mr. Innis himself 
declared yesterday that he was the victim of 
persecution and his friends echoed the state- 
ment with a good deal of red pepper thrown 
into the qualifying adjectives. 

Mr. Innis’ arrest was made at the instance of 
Mr. William 8. Williams, a broker of this city, 
who not long since was rendered somewhat 
famous by asuit against the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. Mr. Williams holds a 
judgment against him which was originally for 
$55,000, but which is now somewhat larger. 
According to the story of Mr. Innis’ friends, 
Mr. Williams was responsible for the closing of 
the works and the making of an assignment. 
This story is too long to follow in all its de- 
tails, but if it be true Mr. Innis got into 
trouble by helping some embarrassed friends 
that needed money. To raise some of this he 
entered into a friendly relation with Mr. Wil- 
Hama, so the story goes, by which collaterals 
were loaned back and forth, those of the 
broker being listed stocks and those of the 
merchant being unlisted. Both lost value, the 
unlisted ones dropping to twenty. They are 
said to-day to be worth $20,000. Thus, acccrd- 
ing to the Innis story, Jay Gould got a drop on 
Mr. Williams and squeezed him to the lively 
tune of many thousands. Under pressure he 
called for funds faster than Mr. Innis could 
supply them. Then he got angry at some- 
thing—it is believed by Mr. Innis over a parti- 
tion suit, which blocked the plans for realizing 
on the mill property, and refused to compro- 
mise, Judge Homer Nelson offered to buy the 
claim, but could make no terms with the angry 
broker. Various lots of real estate were 
turned over ata sacrifice, but still he was in- 
exorable. Finally came the arrest, 

“I cannot understand why I have been pur- 
sued so vindictively,’’ said Mr. Innis yesterday 
to a Herald reporter. “Of course I understand 
that my arrest was intended as a punishment, 
and now that I am on the limits of the county 
I suppose there isa hope that I will venture 
outside of New York and forfeit my bail bonds, 
but I shall not go unlessI am got off by trick- 
ery. But I certainly have done nothing to de- 
serve their punishment. This whole thing 
arose from an entirely unnecessary piece of 
good nature on my part, and I have done noth- 
ing to prevent Mr. Williams from getting his 
due, and more, too. He might easily have got 
$65,000 or $75,000 to make good his judgment, 
but he has refused to accept any offer. As for 
the partition suit, which I presume raised his 
ire, I had no more to do with thut than you. I 
was 60 anxious to effect a settlement that I 
went to London to get a friend to come back 
with me and try to buy his claim. 

“My friends,” said Mr. Innis, “have stood by 
me nobly in my misfortune. Much of the pro- 
perty was bidin by friends, and it will not, 
therefore, prove a total loss to my children.”—

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Explosives. 


The popular lecture during the meeting of 
the British Association was delivered ,by Mr. 
Harold B. Dixon, F. C.8., of London, who took 
for his subject “Explosives.” In commencing, 
Mr. Dixon said that when the Council of the 
British Association asked him to give a lecture 
on explosives to the working men of Aberdeen, 
he feltthat there were many members of the 
Association better fitted to speak to them than 
he; but he also felt that if he came as a working 
man to speak to working men, they would give 
him thei: attention and their forgiveness if any 
thing went wrong. He then proceeded 
to expound the theory of explosives. 
He began with combustion, which is 
oxidation, for oxidation—that is oxy- 
gen uniting with carbon, in combustion, 
resulting in the formation of carbonic dioxide. 
So they might havea combustible gas, as hy- 
drogen, Now, an explosion differed from com 
bustion of a gas onlyin being more rapid, 
Thus, bydrogen burnt in an open glass vessel 
burns slowly, but if it had previously been 
mixed with air it burns more rapidly. Explo- 
sion, then, was the rapid combination of gases 
in combustion. Solids do not explode as such; 
they must be changed into gases. Nextit must 
be noted that before such combination takes 
place there is needed a certain temperature. 
Coal gas mixed with air at the normal tempera- 
ture does not explode. This temperature of 
ignition is different for different substances, 
but definite for each. A drop of phosphorous 
ia a volatile solvent if put on paper and waved 
gently through the air first leaves a white 
deposit and then ignites. Again, bisulphide 
of carbon, a volatile liquid, ignites very 
much below red heat. So far the combustible, 

he oxygen to burn it, and the temperature of 
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ignition. Take, now, a mechanical mixture of 
two gases—hydrogen and oxygen, in the pro- 
portion of two by weight of bydrogen to one of 
oxygen. On ignition the gases unite with an 
explosion, The particles nearest to the flame 
come into collision and cause around them heat 
so great that the neighboring particles are also 
ignited, and this goes on until the change has 
passed through the whole mass. It isto be 
noted that the change is not the same all 
through the tube; there is a change after the 
first ignition, and this is carried through the 
tube containing the gases. The change goes 
on from layer to layer of the mass, with greater 
and greater pressure, till at the last layer the 
pressure alone is enough to cause explosion. 
Compare with the mixture in a tube the same 
mixture held in soap bubbles on the hand. 
In the tube there is developed what 
is now technically called the ‘“ Explo- 
sive wave,” which throws such light on the ex- 
plosion of nitro-glycerine, dynamite and gun- 
cotton. Many explosives are merely mixtures 
of gases. To show how hydrogen mixed with 
oxygen explodes, fill with hydrogen a bell jar 
18inches long, whose mouth is closed with 
cartridge paper; through the mouth so closed 
and placed downwards, pass a giass siphon 
whose longer arm passes a little higher than 
the blind end of the jar, and ignite the gas at 
the end ofthe siphon. For a time it burns 
with a singing noise, then the flame flickersand 
passes back into the jar with a loud explosion, 
this being due to the mixture made by the in- 
flux of oxygen through the opening in the 
cartridge paper. Next take solid mixturer— 
gunpowder. This is carbon, sulphur and niter, 
powdered and mixed. On ignition the carbon 
forms carbonic dioxide, the sulphur sulphu- 
rous acid, the oxygen being supplied from the 
niter. There is thus a sudden expansion of 
gases, The value of gunpowder, which as an 
explosive isa very poor thing, lies in its slow 
rate of combustion. Next, chemical mixtures 
—such as gun-cotton, which is clean cotton 
wool so nitrated with nitric acid that each 
molecule of it contains in itself oxy- 
gen enough to burn the carbon nitrogen 
and hydrogen in it. Consequently, on ignition, 
gun-cotton is compietely burnt, leaving no ash 
and producing no smoke. We must note here 
the difference between rapid combustion and 
detonation. Detonation is produced with the 
explosive wave. Gun-cotton, for example, can 
be ignited only when dry; it can be detonated 
by means of mercury and silver fulminate 
whether it bedampordry. It is thus a safe 
storable explosive, proof against ordinary fire. 
This is shown by pouring over gun-cotton some 
carbon bisulphide and igniting, when the gun- 
cotton melts away. Mr. Dixon then went on 


to tell how he was led to the true theory of de- 
tonation. Once at the Royal Institution, Lon- 
don, before showing the experiment of igniting 
a mixture of nitric oxide and carbon bisulphide 
he made the unfortunate remark that there 


would be no noise; but on ignition, there 
wasaloud report. He found that on that oc- 
casion he had used for the experiment a longer 
tube than usual. That the long tube was 
the cause of the sound was proved by ex- 
ploding the gasses in tubes of different 
lengths; in all there was a sound, but 
the sound in the larger tubes became a loud 
report. This led him to believe that a new 
physical factor had been introduced, that the 
explosion got faster and faster as it descended 
the tube, and at last the pressure alone was 
enough to cause explosion, No sooner had he 
set about experimenting to prove this than 
there appeared in France a paper by M. Berthe- 
lot containing the same results, and announc- 
ing the discovery of the explosive wave. The 
next thing was to measure the rate of the ex- 
plosive wave. The apparatus for doing this is 
a small scaffold about 6 ft. Jong. Attached to 
one of the uprights is a piece of steel tubing 
about 8 ft. long—the “firing piece.” This is 
attached to a hundred yards of gaspipe, which 
passed round the hail till it ended in another 
piece of steel tubing attached to the other 
upright, The free ends of the steel tubes are 
closed by stop cocks, and are separated from 
each other by the length of the scaffold. 
In each steel tube, at a little distance 
from the free end, is a bridge of silver wire. 
And at each end of the cross piece of the scaf- 
fold is an electro- magnet, the two magnets be- 
ing about four feet apart. The current that 
makes and breaks the magnet passes through 
the silver bridge of the tube at the same end of 
the scaffold; so at the other end, The whole 
hundred yards of tube is then filled from the 
firing piece with a mixture of hydrogon and 
oxygen: the stOp cocks are closed; thecharge 
is then tred from the firing piece by an electric 
spark; the flame, passing the silver bridge of 
the firing piece, burns it, breaks the current, 
and down drops the armature of the magnet of 
that side; passing round the tube it burns the 
silver bridge of the other piece,breaks that cur- 
rent, and down drops the armature of the mag- 
net of the otherside. The time between the 
falling of the armatures is the time the 
explosive wave takes to travel one 
hundred yards. By this apparatus we are 
enabled to determine the reiation between the 
velocity of explosion and the molecular consti- 
tution ofa body. Each particle is moving in 
straight lines at a rate depending on the tem- 
perature of the gas. In the union of hydrogen 
and oxygen a certain quantity of heat is devel- 
oped; the product is steam; and knowing how 
much heat this absorbed, we can tell the tempe- 
rature to which ;the product, steam, is raised. 


Hence we can calculate at what velocity the 
molecule of steam is moving at the tempera- 
ture of the explosion. The temperature being 
5,000 deg Fah., the rate of movement is about 
3,000 yards a second. So for other gases, The 
results show that the explosive wave is not the 
same asa sound wave. Comparing the differ- 
ent substances, we find that there is a fixed re- 
lation between the molecular rate and the ex- 
plosive rate, the variations from theory being 
due to imperfections in experiment. Here 
therefore, we have a new chemical constant. 
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Cultivation of Licorice in England. 


BY CONSULAR AGENT WHITMAN, OF ENGLAND. 

Thinking that something might be learned 
from persons in the business residing at Ponte- 
fract, I visited this place armed with letters of 
introduction to several of the largest manu- 
facturers there. Before entering on the 
method pursued for making the so-called 
“Pontefract cakes” from the licorice juice, I, 
perhaps, cannot do better than describe the 
system of cultivation, soil, etc , as obtained on 
the spot from three practical men, two out of 
the three being growers of the plant, which I 
was then told had been introduced into Ponte- 
fract by the monks, whose simple pharmaco- 
poeia embraced licorice root among the large 
numter of herbs prepared by them for medi- 
cinal purposes, 

The soil about Pontefract is well suited for 
the growth of the plant, being of a sandy, 
loamy character, though from all I could hear 
in this particular, a rich black soil would 
answer equally as well, the only requisite being 
considerable depth, to allow of the downward 
growth of the roots. 

The beds are prepared by being well trenched, 
the width of trench and bed averaging 3 feet, 
having the appearance, when finished, of wide 
celery beds. Commencing early in April or 
late in March, a top dressing of good stable 
manure, is applied. and then lightly covered 
over, leaving the trench, perhaps, 6 inches be- 
.low the level of the raised bed. Buds and 
suckers, slips or runners, specimens of which 
(Nos. land 2) are herewith forwarded to the 
Department, are then lightly stuck into the 
soil by one person—in the field I saw a girl was 
employed in this task—while another follows 
along with a small spud or (local) dibber with 
which holes are made at a distance of some 
few inches apart, and the buds and suckers 
inserted therein, say 4 inches below the sur- 
face—that is, the tops covered by about 4 in- 
ches of soil. 

This forms the double crop, that is, the buds 
growing downwards producing licorice roots 
(specimen No. 3), the suckers forming buds for 
future planting, width of bed permitting of 
cross rows of plants. The buds and suckers 
are left in the ground for three years anda 
half, no crop being obtained until the Septem- 
ber following the fourth spring. The first 
manuring is sufficient, the plants being 
weeded as required during each summer. They 
do better in a hot, dry summer after the 
first season, the last five or six wet years before 
that of 1884 not having proved good ones for 
the crop. 

Frost, it seems, does not harm the plant, 
though in this matter I judge that our very 
severe New England winters might prove 
harmful—the coldest season in Yorkshire sel- 
dom showing a greater degree of frost than 
several degrees above zero, though the ground 
is often frozen solid to some depth, I was as- 
sured that the plant is yery hardy, had no 
worm or parasite, ana gave little trouble in its 
cultivation. Having the trenches virtually 
idle for the first two years, since the tops of the 
plants do net until the third year show any 
luxuriance of growth, the universal custom is 
to plant the trenches for the first year with 
“ash” potatoes, described as being a potato 
with a very small top, since the ordinary pota- 
to vine would overshadow the staple, which, of 
course, is the grower’s prime care. For the 
second year, cabbages are grown between the 
beds; but for the third and fourth (that is, six 
months) the trenches must lie fallow, as the 
licorice plant is then luxuriant, and presents in 
the summer months the appearance of a plan- 
tation of young ash trees, for instance. 

The grower plants a fresh crop in the spring 
of each year, and in the fall of the same year 
harvests the one of three years and a half’s 
growth. The only labor required beyond this 
is that the beds in all their stages must be kept 
free from weeds, and in November or Decem- 
ber, when the sap is out of the plants, they 
must be cut down. If a winter proves unusu- 
ally severe the tops of the plants may be pro- 
tected by a light covering of earth. No irriga- 
tion is required even in the driest summer. 

GATHERING AND PREPARING THE ROOT. 

The mode of gathering the root is as follows, 
namely: The trench, not the bed, must be dug 
down to a great depth, thus exposing, without 
injuring the roots, and the whole plant care- 
tully taken out of the ground. The earth from 
the second trench is thrown into the first, and 
so on, to the other side of the field. 

The roots are placed in dry cellars, after re- 
moving the tops and suckers, the latter serving 
for the next spring’s crop to produce “bud,” 
that is, roots in their early stage for another 
year, cand being used to cover the roots. After 
the roots are dry they form the ordinary yellow 
licorice for producing the juice of commerce, 
except a small portion of the top of the root 
next the bud; this, it appears, is not so valuable 
as the rest, and hence is separated from the 


root and disposed of to be ground into powder 
(specimens 4 and 5), which is sold to chemists, 
and by them retailed for medicinal purposes, 
for mixing with stout and beer, and as a remedy 
even for horses in certain cases of sickness. 
That part of the plant above the ground seems 
to be of no value except for burning. 

The three and a half years’ sucker whieh is 
gathered with the licorice plant has now pro- 
duced “buds,”’ which are reserved for planting 
inthe following spring. and the new suckers 
also to be planted have been propagated from 
the old root and are cut off from it before 
storing it. To preserve these buds through the 
winter they are put either into a dry cellar, 
and, according to McKenzie, covered over with 
rotten dung, or, as in Pontefract, “*pied.’”’ that 
is. made into a mound out of doors and-well 
covered over with earth or moist sand. They 
seem in this way successfully to endure the 
cold, wet winters of Yorkshire. 

Some particulars I gleaned as to rent of land, 
&c.: $30 per acre is the common rent for licor- 
ice land, the usual rent for cereal lands being 
$10 at present. One man and a boy can carry 
on several acres, but the work is hard during 
the planting season. 

One informant, Mr. David Longstaff, who 
has been very many years in the business, 
stated that he considered $500 a liberal estimate 
to allow for “laying down” an acre from the 
start to yield of the first crop. He gave rent as 
$120 out of this, saying that the two crops of 
ash, potatoes and cabbages hardly more than 
recouped the grower for his trouble, seed, &c. 

Mr. Longstaff spoke most hopefully of the 
introduction of the plant into many of our 
States, declaring that in Spain it grew wild in 
great abundance, owing to the hot climate, 
while he never knew it to be injured by worm, 
parasite, or frost. Mr. Longstaff corroborated 
what I had heard from others, that the diffi- 
culty would be to obtain buds in sufficient 
numbers to furnish our would-be growers with 
seed. He stated that some time ago he had 
endeavored to obtain five hundred buds for a 
gentleman in London who wished to try some 
experiment with them, and it was only with 
considerable difficulty that he finally got them. 
No one seemed to think there was any way of 
planting by seed alone, at least, from the cul- 
tivation of the plant in England. As regards 
export to the States, Mr. Longstaff said that all 
the licorice grown in Puntefract was used in 
this country by chemists,&c.,and that ‘Spanish 
juice” as now admitted. free of duty (it paid 
duty up to ten yeurs ago), was so cheap that no 
English-grown licorice was now crushed and 
made into the material for Pon- 
tefract cakes, &c. In fact, he thought 
the cultivation of the plant had de- 
creased in the neighborhood by 100 acres since 
the large importation from Smyrna and Spain 
duty free. 

Though some little jealousy may exist as to 
explaining the growth, &c., of the plant, I was 
assured by Mr. Longstaff that the process de- 
scribed to me, and partly witnessed, was a sim- 
ple one, the great secret of the trade being the 
way in which the Spanish juice is boiled and 
then compounded for being made into ca tes,&c 


MANUFACTURE OF LICORICE 1N ENGLAND: 


Gathering from the general request of the 
Department for information as to the uses of 
the plant that some description of the method 
of manufacture of the crude product into the 
sweetmeat may not be unwelcome, I will state 
what I learned from the largest manufacturer 
there, Mr. Hillaby. This gentleman received 
me very kindly, and, after some general infor- 
mation as to the growth of the plant in Ponte- 
fact, stated that the manufacturers depended 
for their supplies entirely on Spanish and Smy- 
rna juice, samples of which Nos. 6 and 7, I in- 
close. The extract inspissated 'from the plant 
either in its wild or cultivated state comes to 
them in large packing cases of 2 cwt. each, the 
cases securely dovetailed and lined with paper 
to avoid leakage in case of heat—the juice be- 
ing really a solid plastic mass of a dark brown 
color, feeling like tar and inclined to runif 
subjected to great summer heat. It may, in- 
deed, be :un into these cases (vide quoted ac- 
count). This juice, as I gathered from Mr. Hil- 
laby, could not be obtained from the Pente- 
fract roots, partly owing to their small size,and 
partly because it paid growers better to sell to 
chemists, &c.,who found a ready market for 
the roots as they were. 

I judge, therefore, that our hot summers 
would produce equally large roots with those 
crushed in Spain, so that this product, if now 
largely imported into the United States. could 
be obtained in paying quantities from the home 
growth. 

Understanding this juice to be unadulterated 
I presume there is no secret in the crushing of 
the roots to furnish it, though I found no one 
who seemed ready to oxplain the sort of ma- 
chine formerly used, and all that I can hence 
offer on this point is found in the quoted ac- 
counts previously given. 

Explaining very courteously to me that the 
mixing and boiling process was a secret, Mr. 
Hillaby was good enough, however, to show 
me through his extensive premises in order 
that I might see the process of manufacture 
after the juice was properly boiled and mixed 
for being made into cakes. In the first room I 
found large masses of the “juice,” now per- 
haps more properly called embryo Pontefract 
cakes, spread on heavy tables, and there rolied 
by women as dough is worked. This mace was 
then rolled out by a machine into thin sheets 














Jaid on trays, and removed into aroomata 
temperature of about 100 deg,and there left 
until the following morning, when it was cut. 
out, stamped out by machinery into various 
forms, including the well known “Pomfret 
cake”’ (sample No. 8), which holds its own,with 
many other novelties of design, such as letters 
of the alphabet, fluted sticks, &c. 


The sweetmeat, as it has now become, is 
again subject toa high temperature to ‘skin 
over,” and is then packed in card-board boxes, 
which are placed in wooden cases and sent off 
to all parts of the British Isles and the colonies. 


Mr. Hillaby’s manufactory is fitted up with 
machines entirely of his own invention for the 
conversion of the crude product into pomfret 
cakes, &c., tothe perfection of which he has 
devoted the best years of his life, the result of 
which is an extensive business and an increas- 
ing demand for his special make. 


Since writing the above report I have obtain- 
ed the following additional information from 
Mr. Longstaff: 


1. The average cost of Spanish or Smyrna 
juice is about $11 per cwt. In consequence of 
the low price of foreign juice there is none now 
made in England. 

2. Theinferior part of the root, called the 
“chumps,” is ground into powder [vide samples 
Nos.4 and5]. A much finer powder is made 
from the finest root (decorticated) and is used 
for medicinal purposes. The main part of the 
root is sold in sticks, of which a considerable 
quantity is consumed by children. 


3. The average price of buds and runners is 
about $3 per thousand. The grower must wait 
until the crop is ready before the buds pro- 
duced from the runners are available, being 
taken up with the crop. 


4. If any grower writes to me, I will, as you 
request, do my best to procure for him a suffic- 
ient number of buds for an experient. 

5. The approximate cost of an acre of licorice 
on new ground is about $450, which I arrive at 
as follows:

This calculation is on the assumption that 
this is the first crop of licorice, the cost of 
preparing the land afterward being about one-

The value of the buds will fully repay the 
cost of cleaning, taking up, etc. 
The rent is calculated at $30 per acre.

Value of Cottonseed. 

A manufacturer of oil-mill machinery writes 
as follows : 

In an address by Prof. Myers, of the Missis- 
sissippi Agricultural College, delivered before 
the National Cotton Planters’ Association, at 
Vicksburg: Nov. 22, 1883, he stated the value of 
the seed with hull to be worth as a fertilizer 
$.6 86 per ton, on the basis of twenty-five cents 
per pound for the nitrogen, twelve and one- 
half cents per pound forthe phonphoric acid, 
and six cents per pound for the potash contain- 
ed therein: the ashes from the hulls at $18 per 
ton, and the ground meal, separate from the 
hull, at $42 18; per ton, or two and one-half 
times that of the whole seed. 

Now, applying these figures: The cotton crop 
of last year (1884) is given as 5,713,200 bales of 
475 pounds each, equal to 2,713,770 tons, Esti- 
mating twotons of seed to one of lint gives the 
seed crop of 1884 at 5,427.540 tons from which 
if we deduct the liberal allowance of one-fifth 
for planting the next crop, we have still left a 
surplus of 3,342,000 tons of the seed. This ground 
into meal wouid give 2,172,000 tons, worth as a 
fertilizer, according to Prof. Myers, $42 18 per 
ton, or the aggregate sum of $86,840,000. 

The same 4,342,000 tons of seed sold the oil- 
mills at $8 per ton, would amount to but 
$34,736,000. 

If, instead of using this meal asa fertilizer 
direct, it be used first as a feed for stock, let us 
now see how we come out. Asa feed for stock 
Mr. Stewart, in his work on “Feeding Animals’> 
states that the value of cottonseed meal to be 
$2 30 per 100 pound:, as compared with corn at 
$1 12, oats at 98c, cow peas at $133, and good 
hay at 75c per 100. The manure derived form 
feeding a ton of cottonseed meal, according to 
the estimate af Dr. Laws, of England, is worth 
about $80 of our money. On the basis here 
given, the 2,172,000 tons of meal as a feed is 
worth $46 per ton, or the aggregate sum of $99,- 
912,000, to which if we add $30 per ton for the 
manure, we have an additional $65,120,000. 

In areport for 1884 by the State Board of 
Agricultural of South Carolina, the acreage 
cost of producing merchantable cotton in that 
State, including raising, packing and ginning, 


estimatied at eight cents per pound. Taking 
this as an average basis of cost, then if we value 
the cotton at the outside price of eleven cents 
per pound, and concede a margin of profit to 
the planter of three cents per pound, or $14 25 
per bales, we have as his gross profit on last 
year’s crop of cotton, $81,413,100. 
The foregoing resuits tabulated are as fol- 
lows:

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If we may accept these figures and authori- 
ties, and there seems no reason to question 
them, we find that the value of the cottonseed 
to the planter is greater than that of the cotton 
itself.and are surprised that he should not 
sooner have awakened to a realization of the 
situation. In this calculation no account is 
made of the hulls, although the potash con- 
tained therein gives them a value to be by no 
means disregarded, and they are also to some 
extent, used as coarse feed, 

It is questionable if there is any value in the 
oil as a fertilizer simply, and the weight of au- 
thority is that the meal, after the oil has been 
extracted, is equally as valuable for this pur- 
pose as before. 

But where the meal is to be used for feed, the 
weight of authority is equally strong that to 
the extent that the oil is extracted from the 
meal the value of the latter for feed as a fat- 
tener is diminished, and that any disadvantage 
arising from a supposed excess of oil can be 
obviated by feeding proportionately lighter,and 
using more coarse fodder with the meal. 


While these questions exist as to the advan- 
tage of retaining all of the oil in the meal, all 
are agreed that it is only by the use of the 
ground meal, either as ground oil cake or with 
the oil yet in it, that the best results are ob- 
tained from the seed, whether used as a feed or 
as a fertilizer. 

In view of the foregoing figures and results 
it becomes a question of serious importance to 
the cotton planter to consider how to secure 
the greatest benefit from his cottonseed, a 
question which seems to be equally important 
with that of how he shall get the best returns 
for his cotton, and if the hulls themselves 
should aquire also a commercial value for pa- 
per, stock, etc., as seems now probable, the 
surprise would be no less pleasant because un- 
expected. 
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Notes on Cottonseed Oil.* 
BY w. GILMOUR, 

We have already published an article treating 
on cottonseed oil from a pharmaceutical point 
of view by the author of this paper. Inthe 
paper now read some of the chief characteris- 
ticts of the oli were commented on, andsamples 
were exhibited. . 

The cottonseed Oil imported into this country 
is derived chiefly, of course, from America, the 
oil being expressed from the seeds of various 
species of gossypium, and subsequently puri- 
fled. But the oil extracted and purified in this 
country is not derived to any extent, if at all, 
from seeds obtained from America, but from 
seeds known as Egyptian or African, according 
to the port from which they are imported. The 
seeds yield from 12 to 20 per cent. of oil, and as 
first extracted is a very dark and dirty looking 
mixture, asshown in the sample on the table. 
This crude oil has a specific gravity from °928 
to ‘930. After purifying, it takes from a bright 
pale yellow toadeeper golden color, and, ac- 
cording to the U. 8S. Pharmacopeeia, should be 
“odorless, with a neutral reaction, specific 
gravity °920 to’930, congealing at a temperature 
near to 35°6 deg. F.,’’ &c. Samp!es were shown 
of pure American oil, and of oil home extracted 
and purified from Egyptian seed. While the 
two oils closely resemble each other in smell 
and taste, they differ somewhat in color, the 
home-prepared being a deeper yellow. 


The density ot the oil, as stated in the U. 8S. 
Pharmacopceia as *920 to 930, is‘correct enough 
if intended to embrace both purified and crude 
oils, but °930 is much too high if applied to the 
refined oii alone, and is misleading if density is 
to be relied upon as a test of adulteration with 
the lighter and more valuable oils, such as olive 
oralmond. Out of many samples examined 
the author has never found the specific gravity 
below 920, and never above °923. 

Considerable variation is found In the freez- 
ing point of commercial samples, some begin- 
ning to thicken ata temperature of 45 deg. F., 
or even above this, while others did not thicken 
until some degrees below 32 deg. The former 
samples were mostly home-prepared, the latter 
American. 

The keeping properties of this oil were next 
mentioned. One sample kept for nearly ten 
years, although devoid of the nutty sweetness 
of the fresh oil, had not developed rancidity or 
smell to any extent. Two samples were 
shown, one of American origin and one home- 
prepared, which had been exposed to bright 
sunshine for nearly four months. They had 
both bleached some what, but had not devel- 
oped any smell, the taste was still sweet and 
nutty, and no test detected the least acidity. 
Under similar conditions olive oil develops 
both taste and smell, and acidity may readily 
be detected. 

As regards drying properties, experiments 
showed that those authorities who place this 
oil midway between a drying and a non-drying 
oil are about correct. Taking, for example, 
five weighed quantities of cotton, these were 
saturated with a weighed quantity of home- 
prepared cottonseed oil, of American oil, and 
of olive, almond and linseed oils respectively, 
and placed them on the water-bath. six hours’ 
exposure to this heat having made no percep- 
tible change on any of the samples with the 
exception of the linseed, they were transferred 
to the sand-bath, and carefully cooked until 
the linseed sample was hard and dry. At this 
stage the two samples of cottonseed were get- 
ting a little viscid and slightly sticky, showing

that they were in process of drying. The olive 
and almond samples remained soft and free. 

Experiments to ascertain the saponifying 
power of the oil were made, but it was found 
that no two samples exactly agreed. Two 
samples of oil were shown which, as regards 
their behavior with alkalies, may be regarded 
as typical, the one forming an emulsion with 
the alkalies, but separating more or less after a 
time, the other utterly refusing to form an 
emulsion of any kind. The latter oil was 
known to be genuine, but whether this peculiar 
behavior is owing to any physical or chemical 
difference in the oil from causes already men- 
tioned, or whether it is owing tosome peculiar- 
ity in the process of refining, has not been 
determined. One thing, however, had been 
noted, namely, that if even a small quantity of 
a saponifying oil, such as olive, be mixed with 
the cottonseed oil, it will convert it intoa 
miscible oil with the alkalies. 

The practical conclusion to these observa 
tions and experiments is that cottonseed oil, 
from its sweetness and keeping properties, is 
admirably adapted as a base for ointments and 
pomades, but is not suited for forming lini- 
ments with alkaline solutions, 





Greene County Oil. 


Green» County is talked of as a possible 
“hunting-ground” for the oil wildcatter. Ata 
time when every spot in the oil region that 
ever gave the slightest indication of oi) is being 
retested in the hope that larger experience, im- 
proved methods of drilling and torpedoes may 
discover something missed by the wildcatter of 
ten years ago, it is not to be wondered at that 
the Greene County field should be receiving 
some little attention from oil producers. 

The records of old weiis that are now marked 
only in a very few cesses by even the decaying 
remnant of the derrick’s larger timbers are 
being quietly hunted up by oil men as though 
they were old genealogical trees upon which 
depended the title to large fortunes. The farm- 
ers in the vicinity of Wiley Post office have 
been surprised at the number of companionable 
strangers, who. of late, have taken the greatest 
interest in the state of the crops, and who, 
somehow, have always managed to turn the 
conversation upon some oil well that was 
drilled perhaps soon after the war and has been 
more than half forgotten. Men have been 
down in Greene County making maps, marking 
off probable oil belts upon different degree 
lines and discussing “horizons,”’ *dips,”’ “‘belts’’ 
and anticlinals. 

The Greene County oil field lies South of 
Pittsburg, below the Washington County field, 
of which so much has been gaid of late. About 
ninety-eight miles from the Point at Pittsburg, 
Dunkard’s Creek joins the Monongahela, and a 
few miles up Dunkard’s Creek is what may be 
called the centre of operations in Greene Coun- 
ty. The first drilling was done here on the 
Maple Farm in the early days of the ‘*Sixties.” 
The sand was struck at a depth ranging from 
600 feet to 800 feet. No gas was found and the 
wells had to be pumped. None of the wells 
were very successful. The sand caved and ob- 
structions of various natures occurred, due 
mostly to inexperience. The idea that oil fol- 
lowed the course of streams existed witha 
number of other false notions in those days, 
and what drilling was done in Greene County 
was along the banks of Dunkards’ Creek and 
its tributaries. Most of the wells drilled were 
dry, and those that yielded oil were soon aban- 
doned owing tothe inability of the owners to 
cope with sand caving’’ and the like. The 
producer soon quitted the field, and Greene 
county,so far as the oil trade was concerned, 
was forgotten. 

It was not until 1878 that Greene; county 
again cane tothe front. A man named Tan- 
ner drilled a well to the north of the Maple 
Farm developments which proved productive. 
So far as can be learned, for the past seven 
years it has beea pumping seldom less than ten 
barreis a day, though at one time it was doing 
much more. In all the well is said to have pro- 
duced over 45 000 barrels. It is now doing nine 
barrelsa day. Tanner drilled a number of wells 
around his producer but all of them were dry. 
No other producing well of any account has 
been struck in the field. Indeed, Greene county 
many be termed a field of one well, and that a 
remarkable one, at least so far as staying quali- 
ties are concerned. Oil men think that it must 
be drawing its supply from some large reser- 
voir; but where is that reservoir? All around 
the well the land has been tested but without 
finding anything. Many theories are current 
of dips in the strata and the like, and some of 
them are likely soon to be tested. The oil rock 
is not deep—only, say, 700 feet—so that the test 
wells can be finished in a veryshort time. From 
all accounts the horizon is different from any 
found in the oil region proper, and from which 
the world draws the major part of its petro- 


leum. 
— — o——_— 


There has been no flow at the Gordon well in 
the Washington district since Saturday morn- 
ing. The tubing was inserted and the sucker 
rods will be put down to-day, when pumping 
will be commenced. A pipe line for gas has 
been laid to the Gordon No. 2, and drilling will 
commence to-morrow. At the Clark and Wie- 
rich wells drilling will begin in a day or two. 
Within a radius of two miles of Washington 
there are seventeen derricks. The bit which 
was droppedin the Gantz several days ago has 
been fished out, and drilling is now in progress. 
It is yet about 260 feet from Gordon sand. 
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Oil and Natural Gas Pools are Sepa- 
rated. 


While it is true that development of the gas 
field at first was hindered chiefly by the tardi- 
ness of capital to invest in it, that tardiness was 
but the natura: result of false and conflicting 
views as to the nature and properties of the gas 
itself, and of the essential conditions of its ex- 
istence. The most pernicious of these theories 
and opinions were imported from the oil re- 
gion, says @ correspondent of the Pittsburg 
Com-Gaz. They were good enough perhaps as 
applied to petroleum and the localities where 
they had their birth, but not elsewhere. 

Deductions drawn by scientific men after a 
careful study of the special conditions under 
which the oil is found to exist and the not less 
valuable opinions of unscientific but practical 
men who looked to the drill and the sand 
pumps for an answer to every inquiry, very 
often failed utterly in their application here. 
The most cherished maxims of the oil experts 
fell into disrepute and experience had not yet 
anything to suegest in their place. It was not 
yet recognized that the gas and oil regions are 
two distinct flelds, and that gas development 
was essentially a new business. 

A brief examination of some of the more 
prominent hinderances to the progress of de- 
velopment may beof use here. 

1. It was held that surface gas, like surface 
oil, gave no indication of its existence in larger 
quantity below, and yetexperiments made here 
long before the first well was struck proved the 
perfect identity in composition and properties 
of the gas and the surface jets with that now 
obtained at the greatest depths reached by the 
drill. 

2. Men employed to locate wells adopted, as 
favorable indications, certain physical features 
of this region which resemble those of the re- 
gionin which they had obtained their best oil 
wells, and,therefore,mistakes were made which 
were both expensive and discouraging. On the 
other hand,features of physical structure which 
experience has shown to be of the very highest 
importance here passed unrecognized for a 
long time because in the search for oil no spe- 
cial value had been attached to them. 

3. It was forgotten that the circumstances 
governing the accumulation and yield of oil 
and of gas respectively might be very different; 
that oil is a liquid and as such, in obedience to 
the law of gravitation, inclined to seek the 
lower level in the rocks where it is found,unless 
acted upon by some superior force, and that 
the gas is an aeriform body whose natural ten- 
dencies are alifn the opposite direction, and, 
moreover, that itis capable of wonderful ex- 
pansion and condensation. 

4. The corcurnstances favored ‘‘wildcatting,” 
and the mysteries of the business were popu- 
larly supposed to be in the keeping of the ad- 
venturer, who bad the newest and most extrav- 
agant theory to ventilate. While leases were 
obtained rapidly systematic work was at a dis- 
count, and the leases generally were so loosely 
framed asto admit of various interpretations 
of their meaning asto their most important 
conditions. This led to disputes and litigation, 
and was an effectual barrier to development in 
the territory which they covered. 

5. When the presentsupplying companies en- 
tcred the field their antagonism to each other 
would not brook the delay to be incurred by 
accurate research, but their policy was to sift 
out the most plausible of current theories and 
act upon them. A more considerate policy now 
rules, but in most cases it has been the result of 
a very costly experience. What has proven to 
be the very heart of the gas district and the best 
in every point of view was commonly regarded 
buta very short time ago as being entirely off 
the field. 

6. One of the most direct hinderances to the 
progress of development was the indeterminate 
character of the first tests, on account of the 
gas rock when struck not being penetrated 
deep enough by the drill. False indications 
were given by wells located in good territory, 
their yield, although up to the average of the 
best in other districts, being but insignificant 
by comparison with what some of the same 

wells are now yielding after being drilled 
deeper. It is pot too much tosay that the past 
yield of the Murrayeville wells would have been 
doubled if the depth of the first wells put down 
had been increased in every case to the limit at 
which the heaviest drilling tools nowin use 
would have ceased to act upon the rock—being 
upborne by the expulsive force of the gas. In 
a good location it is simply a question of 
pounding until the limit is reached. 

Nor are the indications of good territory 
here at ali obscure, or in any sense a matter of 
conjecture. The great arch of rocks beneath 
our feet which carries up within it the gas sand 
to witbin 1,300 feet of the surface, on the low- 
lands, is as clearly defined as one of our ranges 
of hills, to an eye accustomed to observe such 
features. Although not a surface ridge, its 
crest line or anticlinal is easily traced. Fora 
certain distance on either side of that line—de- 
termined largely by the rate of dip in the rocky 
strata com posing the sides of the arch,—the pro- 
ductive gas territory is outlined. It may be 
described as a ribbon or belt of surface of vari- 
able width, the central line of which at least is 
here always clearly recognizable. 

This brings us to the consideration f certain 
facts necessary to be understood, which show 
an intimate connection between the geological 
structure of the region and its productiveness., 
These will form the subject of my next letter,

there figures. 
TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 6, 1885. 

There has been quite an active demand for 
all grades of paints during the past week. This 
waz stimulated, in a measure, by the advance 
in rail freights which went into effect on Mon- 
day, buyers taking this opportunity to replen- 
ish their depleted stocks. There bas been a f: ir 
jobbing trade in progress, with values of all 
grades steady and unchanged, as noted below. 
Pig lead continues firm, with only a moderate 
trade passing at the moment. Lead in oil has 
moved quite reely, as considerable out-of. doors 
work is being done, as is usual at this season of 
the year. China clay is dull, with full stocks, 
while talc and terra alba are both in request. 
The other articles are steady under the usual 
consumptive demand, Collections are coming 
forward promptly, and little complaint is heard 
among the trade on this score. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The market for pig lead has been very quiet 
during the past week, as buyers are only pur- 
chasing to cover their current wants, as ‘It is 
rumored that some of the producers are pro- 
posing a somewhat different basis for market- 
ing their product, and it is believed the change 
may bring somewhat lower prices a few weeks 
hence. The market has no stocks except those 
held bythe “C.C.,” and it is said that this 
stock has been reduced by sales to about haif 
what it was, or say 2,500 tons. The Richmond 
Company has not yet shipped the second lot of 
lead referredtoin a previous report, but the 
stockholders in London appear to be very anx- 
ious to dispose of the stock of lead, although 
the manager at the works seems less disposed 
to sell, notwithstanding that this lead is still on 
the market.”’ The sales aggregate about 250 
tons at 4 25c and i00 tons of corroding at 4 30c, 
at which the market closes steady. Messrs. 
Jobn Wahl & Co., of St. Louls, under date of 
Oct. 3, say: *‘ Lead—Dull for forward delivery. 
Spot offerings were very light on Monday, 7 
cars chemical hard and desilverized refined 
(separate lots) sold on East side for prompt 
shipment at $4 124; asingle car bard next day, 
6 cars do Thursday, and 2 more yesterday, ai] at 
$410 this side. To day, sale 3 cars chemical 
hard at $410 at depot. Desilverized refined 
firmly held at $4 124 this and Eastside for for- 
ward delivery, and at $4 15 immediate delivery 
(offerings small on latter account)—earlier in 
the week, full 500 tons refined sold to Eastern 
shippers as well as city corrodors, at $4 12}.”’ 

Previous to the advance in rail freighte, 
which went into effect on Monday.considerable 
business was done in leadin oil. Besides this, 
however, the usual fall out-of-door work has 
been in progress,as the weather has been favor- 
able to this class of work. There are reports 
current among the trade that steps are being 
taken looking forward to advancing the price 
atthe next meeting of the corroders, to be 
held in November at Philadelphia. The con- 
tinued firmness of the pig lead market is given 
as a reason for this muvement, which,however, 
is only in an embryo state. Dry lead is 
meeting with an improved demand with only 
light stocks available for prompt delivery. 
Combination prices remain unchanged at 634c, 
less 2 per cent discount from invoice on pur- 
chases of 500 lbs and over, ani the usual terms 
for cash, with rebates allowed at the end of a 
year, according to quantity bought, and 6%4c 
less 244 per cent for small quantities. 

Zinca are meeting with an improved demand 
for both foreign and domestic,with noaccumu- 
lation of stocks, We quote 3}¢c for common, 
854c for good and 4c for prime. French has 
been in light request, but combination prices 
remain unchanged at 54c for Antwerp red 
seal,6cfor Paris red seal and 7c for Paris 
green seal less 1 per cent discount for 10 bbl 
lots, 2 per cent for 25 bbl lots and 4 per cent for 
50 bbi lots. Poppy seed oil in drums is quoted 
at 8c. Poppy oil Paris red seal in drums8e: 
cases 8}4c, and Paris green seal 9}¢c, cases 10c. 
In ton lots 4c per Ib less.

REDS. 
A good jobbing trade has been going on dur- 
ing the past week in English venetian, and the 
average transactions bave exceeded to some 


extent those of past weeks, Thereis ample 
supply of stocks on hand, which h.ve lately 
been replenished by the receipt of liberal ship- 
ments. Prices are steady and unchanged. We 
report sales of 275 barrels of the several grades 
at prices ranging from 1 05@1 25c, as to brand 
and quantity, and €0 barrels of Cookson’s at 1 40 
@1 50c, as to quantity. There is a fair demand 
for domestic grades at prices ranging from 1 05 
@1 Wc. as to quantity, make and point of de- 
livery. 

There is a fair jobling demand for cobalt 
oxide, though the market is relatively quiet. 
Sales of 225 barrels are reported at $2 25@2 3, 
as to quantity and hulder. Stocks of domestic 
are in good supply and in moderate request, 
with sales reported of 300 barrels at $2 20@2 25, 
as to quantity and date of delivery, less the 
usual discount. 

There has been considerable activity mani- 
fested in carmine, and sales in a jobbing way 
have aggregated more than the average weekly 
total. The combination prices are steadily 
maintained. Sales are reported of 500 bbis at 
$3 15@3 25, as to quantity and style of packing. 

The improved demand noted last week for 
quicksilver vermilion is well sustained, and 
jobbing orders continue to come in freely from 
allparts of the country.

taken place in prices. The new crop of foot 
glues continues to come in with iucreasing 
freedom and for the low grades the prices are 
barely steady. But little hide stock glue has 
come forward yet and the low grades continue 
scarce and in good demand. White glues, both 
foot and hide,are in bettersupply. Foreign 
glue is neglected at present, but without 
change in prices. It isexpected that the high 
price of stock will have the effect to lessen the 
production of low grades of hide stock glues 
for the current season, and that more attention 
will be given to the manufacture of cabinet 
grades. 





Varnish. 
The ample stock of varnishes in band contin- 
ue to be drawn upon steadily by the active job- 


bing trade in progress, which, however, is con- 
fined largely to domestic makes. The recent 
customs decisions in regard to the duty on 
English varnishes has advanced the prices 
somewhere about 40 cents a gallon, although 
the latter figure is merely an approximation, 
the price has not been definitely fixed, holders 
having yet some figuring to do. There have 
been no changes in the prices of other than 
English varnishes. A moderate export trade 
continues. 






in the demand for French window glass. A 
fair trade is doing, with an exceptional 
feature in favor of the glass market which does 
not pervade other branches of trade, and that 
is the unusual amount of building going on,in- 
dnced by the desire of many to seek a perma- 
nent and safe investment. This of course has 
a perceptible effect on the market for all kinds 
of building material. Values are steady at 
quotation figures, without a very large amount 
of stock to select from, desirable styles being 
scarce. The prospects of the American glass 
market are improving if reports are to be 
relied to. It is said that the manufacturers 
and their employees have made a compromise, 
and that a ten per cent reduction bas been 
agreed upon. This being the case a number of 
furnaces; will resume as soon as they can be got 
ready. A general resumption is not expected 
as long as the smal] demand and the low prices 
prevailing continue. There is a considerable 
amount of inferior grades of glass in the hands 
of both manufacturers and dealers, particulariy 
western dealers, while the better grades are 
rapidly growing scarce all around, The satisfac- 
tory solution of the labor difficulties, if late 
reports be true, will clear away one important 
obstacle frum the path of the manufacturers, 
but unless trade assumes a more aggressive 
attitude, little immediate advantage will be 
derived from it. Discounts remain steady at 
70 and 10 for single and 75 and 10 for double. 


PLATE GLASS. 

The most important event of the week rela- 
tive to plate glass, has been the agreement 
made between the agents of the foreign man- 
ufacturers and domestic makers to fix the dis- 
counts for both at 50 and 10. There has been 
no material increase in stocks, but the demand 
shows a perceptible improvement. which is 
likely to strengthen, by reason of the amount 
of building now in progress.

There has been no noteworthy improvement 


A New Substance for Making Mirrors. 


Some months ago a Pittsburg paper gave in 
detail the discovery of a new material invented 
or discovered by Dr. E. Rosenzi, the well known 
chemist of that city, and named by him “‘ferro- 
line.” The new substance had been found to 
be identical with that from which the obsidian 
mirrors used in ancient telescopes were com- 
posed, and the secret of making which was lost 
to mankind several hundred years ago. Dr. 
Rosenzi made and gold several of these mirrors, 
one of which went to the Imperial Observatory 
at St. Petersburg, Russia. He felt the greatest 
confidence that his discovery would in time be 
utilized in the arts and commerce, but lacking 
the necessary capital to bring its manufacture 
on an adequate scale, allowed the matter to rest 
quietly. A few months ago, however, he 
succeeded in interesting a number of leading 
Pittsburg and Beaver county capitalists in the 
matter, among them Charles F. McKenna, Esq. 
A company bas been organized, a lot 400 feet 
square purchased in Rochester, Pa., anda fac- 
tory building erected thereon in size 225x85 feet, 
and the necessary furnaces, machinery and 
appliances put in for the manufacture from 
ferroline of obsidian mirrors and other articles 
of use and ornament. 

The new organization is to be known as the 
American Ferroline Company, limited, and will 
operate under Dr. Rosenzi’s patents covering 
his important discovery. Its capital is ample. 
Dr. Rosenzi will act as general superintendent 
of the enterprise. The fires will be hahted in 
the new furnaces and the work of manufacture 
was begun recently. Natural gas will be used as 
fuel, an ample supply of which has been se- 
cured.

Vegetable Olls. 

The linseed oil market is higher tor oil from 
Calcutta seed, city crushers having advanced 
their views two cents per gallon. The range 
for that grade is now 49@50c, most of the busi- 
ness being done at the latter figure. Domestic 
oil of city make is held at 47@48c. The feeling 
is firmer all around, as the developments in the 
seed markets have been unfavorable to buy- 
ers. Reference to the same subject is made in 
our editorial columns. Western oil is not of- 
fering on spot in car load lots atthe moment. 
There were sellers on Saturday at 438c but this 
offer was withdrawn on Monday. The jobbing 
price remains the same. We hear that oil is 
delivered to points in Indiana at 40c and 
a crusher in the far west has en 
deavored to meet competition in the 
game state by offering to deliver his product at 
40}4c after paying freight fora long distance. 
It has generally been alleged that 45c per gallon 
don’t pay the crusher whose seed at present 
prices has to be transported any important dis- 
tance, 

The cottonseed oil market is experiencing an 
improvement, but whether it bas come to stay 
or is only temporary, depends upon develop- 
ments in the South. New crude oil lacks in- 
quiry on this market. It is still offered to ar- 
rive at 33c for prime, but attracts little atten- 
tion. The feeling is dull but steady. The seed 
question seems to be the barometer of values, 
and as good prices have to be paid for the raw 
material all over the South, this fact means stiff 
figures for oil, An effort is being made to 
hammer down seed values but planters are 
holding out in the fight, as will be 
seen by’ reference to the several 
letters published in the editorial columns of 
this issue. A lot of 50 barrels Texas oil, said to 
be new crop, has been offering on this market 
for immediate delivery at 33c. There is no 
scarcity of prime crude to arrive at same figure- 
Buyers could get supplies at a shade under the 
price if they would manife-tany desire or in 
terestin the article. The same quotations rule 
for crudein all the primary markets as this 
time last week. A lot of tank bottoms brought 
8c. while soap stock is offering at 1%c to arrive. 
It may be interesting to exporters of seed that 
a good demand exists for cottonseed in London 
and commands £6 1286d ex store, but £6 
lis now wunted, at Hull £6 10s has been paid 
tor fair quality. No sales a’e reported in new 
crop; a little September shipment to London 
was offered at £6 17s 6d, with buyers at £6 lis, 
and at latter price October loading offers to 
Hull without business resulting. 


Refined cottonseed oil is quoted lic higher 
than this time last week. The better feeling 
started on Friday, when buyers were in the 
market for liberal quantities. Sales on that 
day were made at 37@37}¢c, but on Saturday 
holders were asking 38c, and this figure has re- 
mained steady up to present writing The 
movement aggregated fuliy 1,500 barrels of 
prime summer yellow alone, not taking into 
consideration the weekly business in cooking 
grades. This outlet came unexpectedly, and 
made quite a hole in tke supplies on spot. The 
receipts were trifling, being only 2:4 barrels for 
the week. Some inquiry is to be noted fornew 
oil. One brand is offering at 38c, to arrive in a 
few days. Tne advance has checked the de- 
mand. It may be possible for stock in store 
to be obtained at 37}¢c, but holders declined 
to-day to quote less than 38c. This price was 
realized for three s mall lots since Friday, butit 
would be difficult to get that price for 100 bbis 
at the moment. No material change is reported 
in the Southern markets, but the price asked in 
New Orleans; namely, 37c, justifies the advance 
here. New crop of prime summer yellow is 
quoted steady at 35@3éc in Memphis. We hear 
of no important movement at either place, The 
following telegram was received from our New 
Orieans correspondent this evening at 8 o’clock: 
“Crude is quoted at 30c, refined oil nominally 
8icand meal $'275@2300 per ton. Seed is 
coming forward freely in a mixed condition. 
There ie a fair seasonable demand and the mar- 
ket closed quiet.” In Liverpool. England, 
refined cottonseed oil is in moderate demand at 
228 to 228 9d per cwt.

The 
Fitzroy has arrived with 425 tons, over half ol 
which ig said to be sold for consumption, The 
demand is very slow. Stocks are not being 
forced. An important advance was announced 
in the London market by cable on Satur- 
day, but it has not been confirmed. 
Cochin oit is moving slowly at Te. 
Cuban oil has dropped out of sight for the 
present.

Animal and Fish Oils. 


Lard oil has not been alteredin price. Prime 
city present make is quoted at 5lc in a large 
way and we hear of no instance when this 
figure was shaded. Pressers report an im- 
proved business for the week, both for home 
consumption and export. 

Crude sperm oil is held at steady prices, Re- 
floers were in tbe market for 540 bbis, for which 
they paid 7644@i7c. Receipts at New Bedford 
were 210 bbis, making the tota! stock on hand 
13,000 bbis. Refined market is dull but steady. 
We learn from London under date of Septem- 
ber 25 that crude spe’m keeps very steady at 
£53 per ton for good quality, Common Fish 
Oils—Newfoundland cod oii mests with a slow 
demand at £35 per ton on the spot, but for ar- 
rival it could be bought at less. Of Norwegian 
whale the recent arrivals are kept off the 
market. 

Crude whale oil has changed hands during 
the week to the extent of 640 bbls southern in 
Jots at 40c for domestic use. The receipts were 
375 bbis and exports 263 bbls. Stock on handis 
9100 bbis. The market for refined whale oil is 
barely steady and the movement limited. 

Whalebone still commands $2 per |b, at which 
price we have sales of 5000 lbs forexport. The 
stock in New Bedford is 103,000 lbs and else- 
where 93,500 Ibs, making a total of 201,500 lbs. 
Receipts at New Bedford for the week were 
1400 Ibs. 

Menhaden fish oil is recciving more attention 
from exporters, but they are not anxious to 
make contracts, They apparently see a better 
outiook for menbaden oil as other oils are 
showing an improvement. If supplies were 
limited there would be some cause for better 
figures, but the free offerings indicate good 
stocks and a small outlet. Holders demand 
28 for prime light oil and decline to shade this 
price, A bid of 22c was made without result- 
ing in business. Sellers believe that as many 
sales can be mide at their figure as at a lower 
price, and their policy is to hold the stocks 
rather than sacrifice them. The menhaden in- 
dustry has surely received a black eye thig 
season, the only consoling feature being a 
liberal yield of oil and scrap. The 
steamers received a warm (?) reception 
on the New Jersey coast, while the products of 
the factories are not appreciated sufficiently to 
justify the expenditure in conducting the busi- 
ness. The situation is exceedingly dull. A few 
orders are placed now and then among dones- 
tic manufacturers, but the aggregate during 
the past few weeks has not been important. 
Southern grades are offering but no price is 
named, bids are solicited. The refined market 
semaine steady at the decline mentioned last

There are no new developments to report in 
this market. There is still evidence that par- 
affine oils are sold under the regular schedule, 
but the transactions are conducted so privately 
that it is dificultto trace them. The cutting 
thus far is only 4c on 25@28 gravities. We hear 
ot no offerings under 104c for 25 gravity, 
while most manufacturers are firm in their 
views at ilc. The movement of this grade 
keeps up well. For 28 gravity 8c is still de- 
manded, but sume close buyers have been 
filled up at 7c. The demand 1s small. 
§\S8mith’s Ferry oili is held at 10c for 33 and 34 
gravity. Most of the trade in this grade is done 
in Philadelphia at lower. prices from all ac 
counts, 

Neutral bloomless oils are held at firm fig- 
ures, a8 usual, by the few manufacturers. 
There isan improvement in the demand for 
prime oil, which requires no compounding. 
The outlet isin smail lots. Off grades are easy, 
but are not wanted to any important extent. 
Neutral oils are getting back gradually to their 
former position, when a good margin was real- 
ized. The advance thus far, however, does not 
increase the profit, as the higher price for 
crude increases the cost and makes up the dif- 
ference. Very little is heard of 32 gravity wool 
grade, It fills a small channel. 

Cylinder stocks are held up notwithstanding 
the competition. Some manufacturers are 
realizing 20@22c for 600 light filtered aud 18c 
for dark filtered. There is a variety of grades 
and brands of both light and dark, but all are 
based on the above values.The inquiry for dark 
filtered is still good. This is so unusual that 
manufacturers are not a little surprised at the 
change. Light filtered is always in moderate 
demand,and the movement generally exceeds 
all other stovks. Dark steam refined re juires 
something to boost it, as the outlet has been 
unsatisfactory for some time. Extra cold test 
as a fancy grade has a limit) d movement, 
Prices as given below are being maintained. 

Biack oils are likely to remain in a position 
favorable to manufacturers throughout the 
coming winter. That is, no lower scale than 
observed last winter will be established for 
prime makes of regular brands, All refiners 
are talking good prices but there 
are always astray lote from out of 
town which can be bought under city quota- 
tions. The quality of the offerings will be 
better it is expected. Zerv oil will not com- 
mand much attention this season. Several 
manufacturers intend to drop it from their list 
and offer 15 cold test instead. This course was 
commenced last winter, asthe inquiry was so 
light that it failed to pay sufficient margin for 









the trouble. Summer oil still has a light de- 
mand for certain purposes and commands 
usual prices in a jobbing way.

Flaxsced was very active since our last re- 
port. The receipts in Chicago the past week 
were probably about the largest on record.

Legislating Against Menhaden Fish- 
eries. 


We take the following article from the Phila- 
delphia Record of last Monday: 

“United States Senator Sewell,of New Jersey, 
means to push his bill in the coming session of 
Congress to restrict the operations of the men- 
haden pirates. Senator Sewell hopes to secure 
for the people of New Jersey that protection 
for the propagation of the food fish of the coast 
in which they stand so much in need. ‘The re- 
sult of the ravages of the menhaden steamers 
was clearly shown during the past summer, 
said Senator Sewell yesterday; ‘the supply of 
food fish is gradually but surely dwindling 
away, and unless the operations of the menha- 
den factories are curbed in some way the main 
attraction of the resorts along the coast will be 
wiped out. The proposed law will go a great 
ways toward remedying the evil, as it will ab- 
solutely prohibit menhaden fishing within three 
miles of the Atlantic coast prior to the Ist day 
of June each yexr,south of tne Chesapeake Bay, 
and prior to the Istof July north of that line 
This would give the menbaden a chance to mi- 
grate and enter our bays and inlets to spawn. 
The Committee on Foreign Relations has re- 
ported that the proposed relation is not antag 
Onists to our treaty obligations with Grea 
Britain as contained in our treaty of 1871. It 
is stipulated in that treaty that British subjects 
shall have, in common with the citizens of the 
United States, the right to take fish of any kind 
except shell-fish on the Atiantic coast north of 
the thirty-ninth degree of latitude, without re- 
striction as to the distance from shore. The 
committee has reported that the limitation of 
this right to subjects of Great Britain is such 
asis enjoyed by the citizens of the United 
States, and of necessity implies that British 
subjects are under the same control as citizens 
in respect to all such regulations as may be 
deemed necessary and proper for the preserva- 
tion of fish in the waters of the ocean adjacent 
tothe Atlantic coast. When the bill was up 
before it was vigorously fought at every turn 
by capitalists interested in the menhaden fac- 
tories.’”’

TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 6, 1885. 

Another week has passed into history with 
but little of marked interest to record in the 
petroleum business in general. The crude 
speculative market continues in the rut it bas 
so long been in and there seems as little hope 
at present to move it as at any time. There 
is no gainsaying the fact that the situation, 
viewed in the most conservative light, is ex- 
tremely bullish, yet the market refuses to ad- 
vance, and why, beyond the reasons set forth 
in our last rev ew, it is dificult to understand. 
In our last issue we stated at length the causes 
or, better perhaps, theories advanced by the 
bear element why the market so stubbornly re- 
sists the strong forces brought to bear 
on it, and will here suffice with a 
few words--through Kussian competition, 
the probability that a large well or new field 
might be opened up andthe dullness which 1s 
felt in all trades, more especially speculative 
commodities. Now let us get right down to 
the state of affairsas it is accepted by those 
who have their dollars invested, and very 
largely too, on the iong side,and we will leave 
our readers to form their own conclusions, It 
is admitted that the stocks in the oil country 
were reduced during the month of September 
nearly half a million barrels, leaving the total 
stocks about 31.000.000 aguinst say 40,000.00 in 
round numbers in August, 1834, when they 
reached the maximum. The present figures in- 
dicate the smallest quantity held in stock since 
November, 1°82. While the stocks were being 
increased at the rate of say 270,000 bbis per 
month from November, 1882, to Sept lst, 1884, 
the decline has been proportionately greater, 
being some 384,500 bbls per month since 
August, 1884. Speaking of the terrors Russia 
has forthose who look for higher prices,a 
prominent exporter remarked to us to-day sar- 
castically that with an increase of 13 per cent 
in the consumption last year the Russian Bear 
supplied just 144 per cent, while America cap- 
tured the remaining 114 per cent. 

The monthly statement of developments In 
the oil country for September compared witl 
August was bearish on the face of it, but when 
it is borne in mindthat the “poor” producer is 
moving heaven and earth to ‘make hay while 
the sun shines,” or in other words get his ail if 
possible over ground before Jack Frost makes 
his appearance, the bearish aspect is much re- 
duced.

Near the opening courage was evinced 
by a few operators, and under free buying by 
them the price advanced from 101}4—the open- 
ing figure—to 101%. From this out, however, 
the market showed signs of weakness; owing 
toa report that the monthly statement of de- 
velopments iu the oil districts would prove 
bearish in tone, the vrice declining % of a cent 
from the highest figure of the day, closing at 
101 asked.

Considering the extent of the oil field as com- 
pared with other years, the amount of work 
being done is very small. But this year it is 
all being crowded into a few months, and so 
far September leads them all, as the monthly 
report published in this issueshows. The prin- 
cipal element in the report is the Cogley field, 
which furnishes nearly one-third of the total 
operations. In its last mouth's report the Der- 
rick predicted that September would be the 
leading month for work in tbat district, and it 
sees no reason yet to change that opinion. 
Good wellsare still being obtained there, and 
considerable of the good territory remains to 
be drilled over, but there is every indication 
that would lead one to prophesy that the best 
of it had been found. Elsewhere there is no 
particular change from previous reports. 
About the same amount of work is being done 
in all the o d districts, with the usual results. 

Fewer wildcats are being drilled than for the 
last three months, and those which have been 
completed are failures. In some of the old dis- 
tricts dry holes were also found during the 
month to mark the spot where the too venture- 
some operator found the edge of the fleld, To 
the producer the report bas a very favorable 
showing. The small average of the wells causes 
no fear of an over production, while the ac- 
tivity indicates prosperity to the whole indus- 
try.

September Oil Report. 


The canvass of the oil producing fields reveals 
a surprising story for the month of September. 
But two sections in the entire region van be 
considered at all in the light of fresh territory, 
the Cogley run district, in Clarion county, 
anda Warren strip often barrel territory in 
the Clarksville portion of Allegany field. But 
despite the seeming lack of available lands for 
drilling, the totals of work under way at the 
close of the month reaches aggregate of 794 
rigs and drilling wells. This is the largest 
shown by the records of any month since April 
1882, The number of wells completed, 355, has 
not been exceded since May of the same year. 
But 1*82 saw the rise of the Cherry grove field, 
and at the same tine Allegany wasat the height 
of its career. The present year has thus far 
shown nothing better than the area of pumping 
territory at Cogley, which is just now the most 
active portion of the field. 

Notwithstanding the remarkadle increase in 
the amount of active operations, tre produc 
tion of the entire region has not been materi- 
ally changed. The constant drainage of old 
territory is hardly made good by the yield of 
the new wells. While it serves to maintain the 
production in the neighborhood of 5€,000 bar- 
rels a day, the shipments out of the region are 
averaging 70.000 barrels a day,and a diminution 
of the surplus stocks goes on. Thus, while the 
general tendency of the monthly oil report is 
bearish inthe extreme, the present aspect of 
runs and shipmentsis very bullish. The in- 
creased activity shows that the oil producer on 
the whole is satisfied with the price he is at pre- 
sent receiving for his product, and the work 
under way keeps the entire population of the 
oll country busy afid correspondingly pros- 
perous.

There is an increase of 75 in the number of 
completed wells, of 1,411 barrels in the new 
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production and of 4 inthe number of dry holes 
as compared with the figures for August. The 
315 productive wells completed in September 
had a daily average of 15 barrels. The August 
wells averaged about 1344 barrels each, and the 
new wells in July 12% barrels. The wells com- 
pleted in June averaged about the same as 
those in Septem ber. 

The seventy-five productive wells completed 
during the month of September last year 
averaged 47 barrels each. 

The followingshows the number of rigs and 
drilling wells at the close of August and Sep- 
teober. Old rigs are those that have been 
standing thirty days or more, and at which the 
owners from some cause or other have neglect- 
ed or postponed drilling operations.

Theee figures show an increase of 101 in the 
new rigs, a decrease of 3 in the old rigs and 
an increase of 80 in the weils drilling, making a 
total ineresse of 178 in the operations under 
way atthe close of September as compared 
with the close of August. August showed an 
iucrease of 75 when contrasted with July, and 
July increased 17 over June. The report for 
Juve showed a decrease of 2 from the May 
figures, while May increased over April 33, and 
April over March 83. On the 30th of Septem- 
ber, 1884, there were 52 new rigs, 173 old ones 
and 88 drilling wells, making a total of 313. At 
this time the producers were making strong 
efforts for a general shut-down of dri ling 
operations. 

Of the entire total of new operations for the 
present month the Cogley district furnishes 165 
rigs and drilling wells, the Bradford field 152, 
Allegany 138 and Warren and Forest counties 
172. The remaining operations are scattered 
through the various sections cf Venango, But- 
ler and Armstrong counties. 

THE MIDDLE FIELD. 

Warren and Forest counties completed &2 
wells in Feptember, 9 of which are ranked 
among the dusty failures. Clarendon 
and Tiona still continue to furnish the 
bulk of the drillable territory, which though 
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of small calibre is cheaply operated and 
possesses the desirable quality of duration. 
These sections completed 49 wells and had 116 
rigs and drilling wells under way for last day 
of September. Two small wells on lot 284 
mark the addition of a mile or two of pro- 
ductive territory to the region southwest of 
Tiona. On lot 244 Horton, Carey & Co. found 
a dry hole which helps define the border of 
this new extension in the east and scuth. Dr. 
Heath has completed the second duster on lot 
576, southwest of Clarendon, and several ex- 
perimental wells are now under way onthe 














lots north and northeast of the Cherry Grove | 


field. None of these ventures are seeking for 
anything larger than an average Clarendon 
well, 

Northeast of the Clarendon district an effort 
has been made to extend the limits of the field 
up the Allegheny river in the direction of 
Kinzua village. The test of the Miller & O'Dell, 
on warrant 2921, demonstrates the existence of 
the producing rock as far northeasterly as this 
point, but the well is not better than one or 
two barrelsa day. The rig is being removed to 
aspot on the same warrant, farther south and 
east. Duffield & Pratt are putting down a well 
in the southwest corner of the same warrant. 


The developments at Kinzua village during 
the past thirty days have not been of any par- 
ticular moment in enlarging the borders of the 
pool The Anchor No. 2 on the Morrison 
Jands, which started off with an initial produc- 
tion of about 20 barrels an hour is doing less 
than 50 barrelsa day. Borchert & Smith fin 
ished a duster on a direct line between th» Rol- 
lins farm gusher (which is still doing above 100 
barrels a day) and the Anchor No.2. The fail- 
ure of Herzell & Nesmyth on Whitman island 

| deals the finishing blow to the southwest ex- 
tension, and the only remaining direction fora 
belt is towards the northeast. 


At the present time three wellsin this pool 
are doing the greater part of the oil that is 
taken care of by the pipe lines. Of the thirty 
odd wells drilled thus far nearly one-half age 
dusters and producers of salt water. The char- 
acter of the territory is flashy and uncertain in 
the extreme, and possibilities of an enlarge- 
ment are rather discouragidg. 

At Balltown considerable interest is taken in 
the new territory that is being to the notheast, 
between the Balltown field proper and the 
Cooper tract.

THE LOWER COUNTRY.

At Grand 
Valley and at ot:er points in Crawford 
county in the vicinity of Titusville, op- 
erators are displaying considerable ajacrity 
in their search for light wella. The old 
lines are being retraced and a couple of rigs are 
being built in Pithole. In Venango county 
Taylor & Torrey have tbe derrick boarded up 
at their test well on the Webb farm, on Tarr 
Hill run, two miles southwest of the heavy was 
wells which supply Oil City with fuel. The new 
development south of Freedom, in Rockland 
township, Venango county, where Dale Broth- 
ers completed the first well sixty days ago, 
commands considerable attention from pro- 
ducers who have headquarters in Oil City. The 
well of Dale Brothers, on the Jolly farm, north- 
west of the pioneer pumper on the Batten farm 
was producing 100 per day when the report was 
compiled, Johnson’s well, on the Campbell 
heire’ property, northwest of developments, is 
reported dry. Atthe present writing there are 
ten rigs and drilling wells in this section. 

There has been a marked increase in opera- 
tions in the Cogley district, Clarion county, in 
September and during this month it has been 
demonstrated that wells having a producing 
capacity of 75 barrels a day can be found with- 
in a short distance of the “Pike.” Beyond this 
noted highway there are several wells produc- 
ing from 15 to 25 barrels per day. Within sixty 
days most of the prolific territory now in sight 
will be drilledand in the meantime the pro- 
duction of the Cogley oil field will be increased. 

About a half dozen dry holes were found 
equarely in tront of the large pumpers of the 
Martinsburg district and the streak to the west 
and northwest appears to bea effectually headed 
off. That giant in the discovery and operating 
the white sand fields, Thomas Phillips, bas the 
county east of Thorn Creek all to himself.

Previous to the opening of the week, when 
the advance in rail freights went into effect, 
there was quite an active demand for full 
packages, but since then the trade has slacked 
off to some extent, although a fair jobbing 
trade is in progress. The principal feature of 
the week has been the advance in the price 
of quinine, by both the domestic and foreign 
makers. Opium is also firmer under an im- 
proved jobbing demand. Cinchonidia has 
developed quite a speculative movement, 
although no change in values is reported. 
Collections are rather slow, but not suffi- 
ci ntto cause any uneasiness atthe moment.

A few 
lots of prime old quality are still obtainable at 
$3 40, at which 3 cs was taken, The demand is 
mostly for broken cases, as yery few orders 
are being received for full ca:es. The sales 
comprise 8 cs of prime new at $345. The job- 
bing demand has been unusually good during 
the past day or so, with values held firm at 
$3 45@3 50 as to quantity and holder. To arrive 
and forward shipments the price ranges from

At the close of our last report there wasa 
strong undertone to the market noticeable 
among the various holders vf quinine, caused 
in a measure by the anticipated advance by 
the principal manufacturers, as has recently 
been the case on the first of the month, but as 
there had been no change since June last many 
thought it would be deferred until the result 
of the next auction sale of barks in London, 
which took piace to-day, to see if the previous 
prices would be maintained. On Thursday 
last, however, circulars were received from 
the principal makers advancing the price 10c 
per ounce or 78c in large bulk, 980c 
in small and 8c for vials. This 
action on their part was quickly followed by 
the agents of B & S naming 75c for bulk, 77c for 
small and 82c for vials. The agents fur other 
foreign brands followed suite, and lots that 
were held by speculators were either withdrawn 
or placed at equal value. As might be expected 
this sudden rise in values has operated ina 
measure to check business until within the 
past day or so, when consumers having recov- 
ered from the shock or are satisfied that this 
advance is only the forerunner of another to 
follow shortly, have begun to purchase quite 
freely,although none of the agents will book or- 
ders except for limited quantities, The result of 
to-day’s auction sale of barks in London was 
awaited with considerable interest. The offer- 
ings consisted of 1,727 bales of Ceylon, of which 
1,313 bales found buyers, 3,397 bales South 
American offered, 213 bales sold at fully 6d per 
unit. While some had predicted a higher range, 
the price paid was sufficient to give a stronger 
tone tothe market and cause both outside 
holders and agente to offer only in limited 
quantities at 75c up to 78c while some holders 
are limited at 80c, which places them out of 
the market for the present. By some the opin- 
ion is expressed that this advance in price will 
not be ,maintained, 48 we are now entering 
upon what is called the dull season of the 
year, when the calls forthe article are gener- 
ally light, but had it been made a month or so 
ago then there would have been more hopes 
for its success, and not be dependent upon spec- 
ulation as a result which may follow.The results 
of the last fortnightly auction sales of bark 
are given by MessrsI A Rucker & Bencraft in 
their report under date of London, Sept. 25: 
“The market for chinchona bark continucs 
firm in the face of small arrivals. At the auc-

Natural Camphor Oil.* 
BY JOHN MOSS, F.I.C., F.C.8. 

The natural camphor oil of Japan is imported 
in cases containing two square tins, like castor 
oll tins, each holding 40 pounds: 

Mr. Moss narrated an experience in distilling 
some of this of!, which showed thut the process 
is a very slow one. A paper on the oil has been 
recently published by Mr. MacEwan, who 
comes to the general conclusion that “the 
camphor oil of Japan has the camphor re- 
moved from it before it is sent to this coun- 
try,” after examining one specimen only. Mr. 
Moss does not accept this conclusion, because, 
among other reasons, the distillation experi- 
ment described by Mr. MacEwan is not con- 
clusive of the absence of camphor from the 
specimen he used, though it is conclusive that 
the said specimen was not a saturated solution 
of camphor at ordinary temperatures. 

Mr. Mose’s experience points to very great 
diversity in the appearance and composition of 
the natural camphor oil of Japan. Specimens 
vary in color from water-white to deep black, 
the more commonly occurring being a pale 
straw yellow when seen in a Winchester quart. 
The specific gravity varies from .898 in the 
colorless oil to .990 in the very dark, and no 
two consecutive tins have the same specific 
gravity. One tin, which was opened in the 
cool weather of early spring, contained 2 Ibs. 
of the small grains which are familiar as crude 
camphor; other tins were noticed containing 
small quantities of deposited camphor, but not 
during the hot summer weather. During the 
distillation of the discolored oil already re- 
ferred to, at one stage so much camphor came 
over that the water in the refrigerator was 
allowed to get slightly warm to obviate chok- 
ing ofthe worm. The characteristics of the 
various fractions of the distillation were de- 
scribed, 

From all his observations Mr. Moss infers 
that the very variable nature of camphor oil is 
due toa haphazard way of running it off as 
produced into the vessels in which it is export- 
ed, and the variable proportion of camphor it 
contains is similarly due to the different tem- 
peratures at which the separation is effected. 
To geta uniform product it woulda be neces- 
sary to bulk the oil from several operations, 
and then submit it to a definite low cempera 
ture. This cannot be got by merely subjecting 
it to the influence of cold water, of which the 
temperature varies from day to day, but would 
be attainable by the use of ice ora freezing 
mixture. 

What has been ascertained indicates the ex - 
tremely interesting character of this recent ad- 
dition to materia medica, and it is to be hoped 
that the promise of reward it holds out to in- 
vestigation will induce further research. For 
the present it is desirable that importersshould 
secure greater uniformity by bulking all but 
the very dark oil as itis received. As the de- 
mand for it grows, the Japanese may be in- 
duced to give more attention and care to the 
production of what is now only a by-product, 
and will probably aim at shipping an oil of 
more uniform character. 

With regard to the use of camphor oll, Fluck- 
igerand Hanbury say that it is used by the 
Chinese in rheumatism, and in these islands 
there is abundant opportunity for testing its 
virtues in this respect. The low price also 
suggests its application as an agreeuble anti- 
septic, but its most important uses will doubt- 
leas be found in the arts as a constituent of 
varnishes, and as a foundation for perfumed 


soaps. 


Gehe & Co.’s Semi-Annual Review. 


We make the following extracts from Gehe 
& Co.’s report on drugs and chemicals, dated 
Dresden, Saxony, Sept., 1885 :— 

Aloes.—While Barbadoes aloes were scarce, 
the supply of Cape aloes was sufficient to cover 
the demand. During the summer months 
prices advanced in London from 38s to 42s on 
account of the decrease in stock. New arrivals 
in the beginning of August, caused a decline 
to 40s. Large quantities of this article have re- 
cently arrived in Hamburg. 

Arsenic.—The low quotations for Saxon ar- 
senic compounds remain unchanged for white 
arsenic, yellow arsenic and metal. Red arsenic 
can not be had, as the production is disposed 
of. Itis probable that there will soon be an 
advance. 

Asafcetida.—Notwithstanding the large stocks 
held in London, prices remained firm. The 
sales in July amounted to 373 cases, leaving on 
August Ista stock of 891 cases, against 1774 
cases in 1884. It is to be hoped that the winter 
supplies may be had at present prices. 


Balsam Copaiba.—Prices remained low for all 
varieties. The recent disturbance in Venezu- 
ela had only a slight effect on the price of 
Maracaibo copaiba. Fine Para has become 
scarce. Unfortunately the article is still ex- 
tensively adulterated. To detect the presence 
of Gurjun balsam, which is generally used to. 
gether with rosin, a mixture of equal parts of 
nitric acid, sp. gr. 1.184 (not fuming), and sul- 
phuric acid should be used, The violet color- 
ation is then produced more slowly, but is more 
intense. The presence of colophony when used 
alone in Maracaibo copaiba, cannot be detect- 
ed with certainty.

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Balsam Peru.—During the first months of the 
year Peru balsam declined from 68 3d to 5s 9d. 
The warlike conaition of the Central American 
republics produced no effects on the market, 
but speculative purchases in June caused an 
advance to %s6d. This was brought about by 
areport from Aspinwall, saying that a large 
quantity of Peru balsam had been destroyed by 
fire. Asmalllot of the so-called white Peru 
balsam, suid tu be obtained from the fruits of 
the tree, was recently brought to Europe. 

Benzoin.—Abundant arrivals of all varieties 
furnish a good assortment at fair prices. Very 
fine Sumatra is scarce and maintains full value. 

Camphor.—In June a rapid advance took 
place. The price of crude Japanese camphor, 
which had fallen to 52s in London, was in a few 
days advanced from 57s 6d to 82s, at which fig- 
ure it still remalns. The exports of camphor 
from Japan were less during the first half of 
the present year than during the same period 
of last year—from Hiogo, 11,547 picuies in 1885 
against 18,152 picules in 1864. The price there 
also advanced from $11£0 to $14, it being re 
ported that the Japanese government limited 
the supply. On August Ist there remained in 
London a stock of 6500 tubs against 7700 in 1884, 
while at the same time 2300 tubs were afloat for 
London. A considerable advance does not 
therefore appear to be justified, especially as 
America appears to be abundantly supplied 
with crude camphor. 


Cantharides.—With the approach of the new 
catch of Spanish flies, the high prices declined, 
andalarger supply may be expected. The 
Russian catch appears to be less than that otf 
last year, and as Hungary and Sicily offered 
only small lots the price was recently raised 
from 75 to 95 rubel per pud at Poltawa. Chinese 
cantharides are scarce and bring high prices. 

Cardamons.—The reduction of 1s 64 which 
took place previous to April last, was followed 
by a further decline of is perlb. for Malabar 
and Aleppy. With an abundant supply there 
appears to be no prospect of an advance in the 
near future. Ceylon is also cheap, but the 
quality isnot what might be desired. 

Wax.—Beeswax maintained its position, es- 
pecially for the better transatlantic qualities. 
The duty on all varieties of wax has been raised 
by the German government from 8 marks to 15 
marks, the change taking effect on July Ist. It 
is not likely that the domestic production will 
be increased on this account. Stocks of Japan 
wax are very limited. so that as high as 803 per 
cwt. was asked in London. The supplies which 
are due will hardly effect a reduction, as the 
high price of $17 25 is asked in Japan. Canauba 
in good quality was offered at moderate fig- 
ures. 

Cinchona Barks.—Afterthe many changes to 
which cinchona barks and quinine were sub- 
jected during the past year, the trade of the 
current year must be considered as quiet. 
Nevertheless the fiuctuations, especially of the 
manufactured article, were considerable. For 
while Howard’s quinine was quoted at 4s 6d in 
bottles and 4s 3d in bulk in January, it went 
down to 384d and 332d at the end of July. 
Cinchona barks for manufacturing passed 
through asimilar change. The decline of the 
product was, however, always in advance of 
that of the material. At times the prices paid 
for bark atthe London auction, especially for 
America, were considerably above the quinine 
value. In July, the overproduction of quinine 
in Europe. had depressed the price below the 
costof manufacture, It is remarkable that the 
advance which took place here in July was not 
followed by an advance in America, while on 
August litb, at the auction sale of barks, the 
enormous quantity of 7,000 packages was 
bought at full prices for America. These 7,' 00 
packages included 3,000 packages of South 
American barks and 4,000 of Ceylon and East 
India barks. Notwithstanding the firmer posi- 

tion of the bark market,a further advauce in 
the price of quinine appearsimprobable. When 
the Dutch government, about the middle of 
August, asked for bids for 1,250 kilos quinine, 
the enormous quantity of 8,250 kilos was offer- 
ed by European manufacturers. It also appears 
that the cultivated Asiatic barks make the wild 
growing South American barks superduous. 

The fears which were entertained that the 
Ceylon plantations, with their many millions of 
trees might be diminished on account of the 

low price of barks, appear to have been with- 
out foundation. The exports up to July last 
were about 8,500,000 Ibs. against 7,000,000 Ibs. in 
1884 and 5,000,000 Ibs. in 1883. All the rich barks 
of these plantations are the result of rational 
methods of cultivation, the yield of which can 
be calculated with certainty for a number of 
years to eome, while the suppiy of wild Ameri- 
can barks is often disturbed in a most serious 
manner by revolutions, difficulties in transpor- 
tation, commercial crises, etc. It is impossible 
yet tosay whether on account of the present 
low prices there will again be larger receipts of 
Columbia, New Granada and Carthagena barks 
or of the cultivated calisayas from Bolivia. 
Fine qualities of Loxa, Huanoco and Guaya- 
quil barks have become scarce, and bring high 
prices. Porto Cabello and Maracaibo were in 
good demand but at low prices. Cinchona 
rubra continues scarce and very high. 

Saffron.—The prices of saffron, Spanish as 
well as Gatinais, were moderate after last year’s 
crop, but since July they have advanced about 
10 per cent. The cause of this is said to be the 
cholerain Spain. It remains to be seen whether 
the epidemic will actually hinder cultivation. 

Cubebs—This drug maintained its high price. 
From the beginning,of the yearto April the pric® 








advanced \from £10 to £15; since then it fluctu- 


ated down to £12 10s,and can not be had at 
present under £14103. The receipts in England 
and Holland were limited, and consisted largely 
of the light grey fruits, which have been de- 
clared false cubebs and are said to be derived 
from Piper crassipes and Daphnidium cubeba. 
To test the cubebs it is recommended that they 
be ground with a few drops of concentrated 
sulphuric acid, when the true cubebs produce 
carmine red color. while the piper crassipes are 
colured reddish brown, and a mixture of the 
true and false cubebs light reddish brown. A 
decoction of the cubebs when mixed with a 
trace of tincture of iodine gives in case of true 
cubebs an indigo blue coloration, with piper 
crassipes a reddish color, with daphnidium no 
change, and with mixtures of cubebsa dull 
bluish violet color. True cubebs contain no 
starch while false cubebs «lo. 

Arnica Flowers—These flowers bloomed 
abundantly in Bohemia and elsewhere, but the 
collection was very small because the prices 
paid during the last few years were not remu- 
nerative. We will soon be dependent upon the 
remnants of last year’s stock. 

Chamomile (common).—In some parts of 
South Germany the crop was fair and was fa- 
vored by fine weather for drying. In Northern 
Germany very little was collected and there 
will probably be an advance for fine qualities. 

Pyrethrum.—Of Dalmation flowers there 
still remained a stock of abont 135,000 
kilo in Trieste on May 21, when the 
first lots of the new crop arrived in the 
market. Lower prices were consequently 
looked for, but they have not yet put in an ap- 
pearance; on the contrary, an advance from 
135 to 165 fl. took place for closed wild flowers. 
Open flowers were also high, being paid with 
12% fi. Thecrop does not therefore appear to 
be large, and with a brisk demand from Amer- 
ica, there will probably be a further advance. 
Persian flower are now very scarce; new 
arrivals generally do not appear until late in 
the fall. A 

Coca Leaves.- Since the continually increas- 
ing employment of cocaine, coca leaves have 
played an important part. At the time of our 
last report, in April, the stocks in Europe and 
America were completely exhausted, and prices 
had advanced 300 to 400 per cent. Since May, a 
reaction has taken place. for since then the in- 
creasing receipts of coca leayes have caused a 
decline, which was more rapid than the pre- 
vious advance. For a poor quality of leaves 
the price went even lower than it was previous 
to the new application of the leaves. Since 
May about 1,000 bales of coca Jeuves reached 
Europe, but the quality of every lot was not as 
was desirable. The shipments may have been 
hurriedly made, but the principal difficulty in 
the preservation of the leaves, is probably to 
be found in the climatic conditions of the pro- 
ducing districts. The coca shrub grow inthe 
whole plateau of the Andes from Ecuador to 
the Argentine Republic. The annual crop is 
said to be about 15,000,000 pounds of leaves in 
Peru, and about 8,000,000 pounds in Bolivia. 
These partly grow wild and partly are culti- 
vated on plantations. The Peruvian leaves are 
thinner and more narrow, the Bolivian are 
stronger, broader and darker, and show dis- 
tinctly on their lower side the characteristic 
ellipse On both sides of the central rib, which is 
not always the case in the Peruvian leaves. 


Senna Leaves.—Notwithstanding the anarchic 
condition of Upper Egypt, small lots of Alex 
andrine leaves are occasionally brought into 
the market, generally of poor quality. and at 
high prices. The most abundant are assorted 
No. O. Good No. I and parva are very scarce. 
Tinnevelly senna leaves in better qualities have 
also become scarce, but fresh arrivals from 
India may soon be expected. 

Galls.—Low prices in China were followed by 
large importations of Chinese galls to London 
and the Continent. London received from Jan. 
ist to July Ist of the present year, 7,857 cases, 
while only 3,747 cases were delivered. The 
stock had therefore increased on August Ist to 
5,650 cases. The price receded from 6526 to 48s, 
but is now again at 603. From China, where 
prices advanced from 8.5 te to 9.25 ts, come 
reports of a small harvest and an advancing 
tendency for the new crop. As the consump- 
tion will soon have to make larger demands on 
existing stock, and as a Hamburg vessel with 
1,000 cases was Icst, the position of the article 
may be considered noteworthy. Aleppo galls 
also declined several sbillings per cwt, because 
the arrivals during the last few months were 
greater than expected. The prices may still be 
considered moderate, although slightly ad- 
vanced during the past few weeks. 

Gum Arabic and Senegal.— The con- 
tinued uncertainty about the future of 
the Soudan renders it impossible to ex- 
press an opinion on the further course of 
the price of gum arabic. The receipts were 
limited to very small lots; the stocks are every- 
where rapidly disappearing, and if the East 
Indian and Australian gums had not arrived in 
large quantities by way of London, the price 
of gum arabic would bave gone much higher. 
It maintained itself at 125-1366 per cwt. The 
assorted varieties of Arabian gum are becom- 
ing perceptibly scarce, and higher prices must 
be paid, as the old stocks are being consumed. 
Whether the death of the Mahdi and that of 
his successor, which has also been reported, 
will lead to a pacification, and return of an 
ordered commercial intercourse, is to be seen. 
The famine which is said to exist in Cordofan, 
will probably tend to effect a transportation of 
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gum and other products to Egypt. Gum Sen- 
egal is firm at 225 fcsin Bordeaux, and as long 
as there are no fresh arrivals from Egypt, there 
is no prospect of a decline. 

Shellac.—The low prices of skellac ruling 
last January, have shown no fluctuations re- 
cently. The ‘without reserve” sales in Lon- 
don have almost ceased. In July only 2,604 
cases were delivered in London, while the re- 
ceipts during the same time amounted to 5,457 
cases. The stock on Aug. Ist was 54,514 cases, 
against 46,708 cases on Dec. 3ist 1884, and 51,063 
cases on Aug. Ist, 1884. The present quota- 
tions: extra fine orange 82@85s, second orange 
62@65s, garnet 58@56s, are ubout 103 lower than 
those of Aug. 1884, and in themselves very low. 
As long asths shipments from India do no} 
diminish, it is impossible to tell whether bottom 
prices have been reached. Bleached shellac is 
also cheap. We again call attention to the 
fact, that the shipment of this quality should 
be avoided as much as possible during the sum- 
mer months, because our article, which was 
absolutely free from water, was easily colored 
yellow by a high temperature. 

Manna.—Only small stocks of last year’s crop, 
which was very good, remain. The views on 
this year’s crop are very contradictory. While 
according to some, the trees were poor in sap, 
on account of drought, others state that the 
prospects are good. It is quite certain however, 
that more than an average crop need not be 


exports. 

il of Orange, Bergamot and Lemon.—The 
so-called Messina essences, remained so low 
through the summer months, that they hardly 
covered cost of manufacture. Overproduction 
and light demand prevenied an improvement. 
Since a few weeks an advance has taken place, 
especially for lemon oil, on account of the 
expected failure of the crop, which amounts to 
about 15-20 per cent. Still these oils remain 
exceedingly cheap. Oilof orange, and oil of 
bergamot remain unchanged. 

Oil af Cassia—This remained almost unchang- 
ed at $110 in China, and 38 10d@3s 8d per Ib in 
London. The stocks are no longer abundant. 
1n London there were about 118 cases on Aug. 
lst against 287 cases at the same time last year. 
As the cassia has been injured by floods in 
China, an advance may be looked for. 

Codliver Oil.—This year’s catch of cod has 
been very successful, and the price of codliver 
oil is low. At the beginning of the 
year prices were kept high, on ac- 
count of the very high prices of 1884 and 
1883. The catch was repeatedly interrupted by 
storms so that in Finnland, where the catch 
often decides the price, the final result was for 
along time uncertain. This year’s production 
amounts to about 15,000 bbis steam oil (of which 
about 7,000 bbis are Finnland), and 40,000 bbls of 
other grades of oil, against 11,000 and 30,000 bbls 
in the preceding year. The price of the best 
Lofoten steam oil, which is generally preferred 
to that of Finnland, has declined after repeated 
fluctuations from 115@120 kr in Feb. to 70@72 
kr. Finnland steam oil wassold at 65kr. Best 
yellow medicinal oi] began at 80 kr and sank to 
52kr Itisprobable that the stocks of this oil 
are notlarge,asa good deal less of this oil is 
produced than of the steam oll,which 1s coming 
more into favor, The present quotations are 
very lowand with an improved demand they 


may easily advance. 
Opium.—With only an average crop in 1884, 


prices of Asia Minor and Turkish opium re- 
mained low, because the export was light and 
there were no speculative movements. The 
prospects for this year’s production were very 
favorable in April, except in the Malatia and 
other northern districts, where there was lack 
of rain. Sowing was carried on to a great ex- 
tent,andan abundant barvest was expected, 
from 9—10,000 cases. In May and still more in 
June the conditions became less favorable. 
Saloniche,which until then expected to harvest 
1,500 cases, estimated only on 80 cases, In Asia 
Minor storm and raindid muchinjury. The 
total crop was now estimated at from 8,0@0 to 
8,500 cases, and it was considered certain that 
prices would not meet with a reduction, espe- 
clally as the old stocks in first hands were smal!« 
er than in the preceeding year. This calculation 
hassince been confirmed, it being now quite 
certain that the yield will not exceed 7,500 cases 
The market has become quite firm and prices 
have advanced about 5 percent. The qualities 
of this year’s crop are not what is most desira- 
ble in color, as the rain has darkened them, 
Where the collections were made in dry weath- 
er the quality isgood. No definite information 
regarding the crop in Persia is available at pre- 


_ account of large supplies the 
prices of rhubarb haverfallen, but the qualities 
are also inferior. Fine Shansi rhubarb can 
hardly be obtained or only at exceedingly high 
prices. The Canton and Shanghai varieties are 
also of inferior qualities on account of insuffi- 
cient care in treatment in China, It is contin- 
ually becoming more difficult to keep a good 
assortment of this article. 

Sarsaparilla Root.—Recent receipts of Vera 
Cruz sarsaparilla in Hamburg could easily be 
placed, but on account of dull reports from 
New York, a decline is probable. Honduras 
sarsaparilla of good quality was not adundant; 
prices, however, receded about 10 per cent, be- 
cause cheaper varieties, mostly new braads, 
were brought from Central America in quanti- 
ty and influenced the market. 

Senega Root.—Recently senega root had be- 
come scarce, especially southern varieties. 
Roots of the new crop are already arriving and 
prices are moderate. 


Ginger.—While Jamaica ginger maintained 
high prices and Cochin ginger of good quality 
could only occasionally be obtained at a some- 
what lower figure, Bengal ginger declined from 
356 to 238 6d with the arrival of the new crop, at 
which price the article appears cheap. African 
giugwer receded from 45s to 38s, but is in littie 
demand as compared with the Bengal. 


Benzoic Acid.—Artificial benzoic acid and 
acid from gum tolu receded about 15 per cent 
in price. The production has been considerably 
increased by the manufacturers, but the con- 
sumption has also increased in about the same 
proportion. The quaiity of the acid is excel- 
lent. Artificial benzoic acid from urine is out 
of the market for some time and the demands 
for the same cannet be supplied. Benzoic acid 
from Palambang gum has become cheaper and 
its use has therefore increased. The high price 
of benzoic acid from Siam gum appears to pre- 
vent its use. 


Carbolic Acid.—In consequence of the cholera 
scare, a rapid advance of about 100 per cent 
took place the same as last year, It is only re- 
cently that prices have somewhat declined. 
The demand, particularly in June, was very 
brisx, especially for the crystallized. The ord- 
inary liquid carbolic acid was obtainable at 
low prices. ; 


Antipyrin.—This may be justly considered 
the first artificial base of importance. Under 
certain circumstances it isa rival of quinine. 
Its consumption is estimated to be one-fifth 
that of quinine, and it appears likely that it 
will make a further advance. 


Quinine Sulphate.—The struggle fer the 
American market which has been carried on 
between the Continental and American manu- 
facturers since the issue of our last report, had 
brought quinine down to a very low figure, 
which could be brought into ro _ direct 
relation with the price of bark, and 
was therefore everywhere unprofitable. For 
this reason a slight advance, which may make 
further progress, took place within the last 
few weeks. It will be advisable not to specu- 
late upon a return of the high quinine prices 
which ruled several yearsago. For the con- 
tinued appearance of quinine substitutes, the 
increasing competition among manufacturers, 
and last but not least,the total change of the 
bark market caused by the large supplies from 
India and Java, do not give any indication of a 
return to former conditions. Unless al! signs 
are deceptive, we will for a long time enjoya 
comparatively quiet and steady quinine mar- 
ket, the contrary of that of the former exces- 
sive fluctuations, which were due to the uncer- 
tain political state of the South American 
countries, while we were principally depend- 
ent upon American barks. The rational culti- 
vation of the Indian plantations, and the iow 
price of labor and transportation guarantee a 
regular and cheap supply of bark, which will 
enable the quinine manufacturers to supply 
their customers at normal prices, correspond- 
ing to the natural conditions of the bark 
market. 

In the United States of Columbia, in the 
neighborhood of Bogota and Bucamararga, 
the experiment has been tried of extracting 
cinchona bark. Since alcohol can be cheaply 
prepared from the sap of the sugar cane in 
these countries, the project ought to be suc- 
cessful. The experiment fs said to have failed 
because the work was attempted without suffi- 
cient knowledge of the subject. The value of 
the quinine obtained way in no relation to the 
cost of production on account of the large 
quantity of amorphous alkaloid, &c., which it 
contained. 

Cocaine.—The price of this medicament, 
which has only recently been introduced in 
medical practice, bas met with an enurmous 
advance and just such a rapid decline, since 
we reported last. The quotations are 
again as low as at the time when it 
was raised from its insignificance by Kohler’s 
discovery. Large receipts of coca leaves which 
recently arrived in London, Hamburg, Havre, 
Bordeaux and New York, have brought the 
price of coca leaves to a low level, and with it 
the price of cocaine. so that it will be just as 
unnecessary to attempt the cultivation of the 
coca plant in Europe as it will be to look for sub- 
stitutes for the alkaloid. In the latter connec- 
tion we have to report that the su position 
that cocaine or a similar active principle was 
contained in the young leaves of the horse 
chestnut was shown to be erroneous. We have 
extracted fresh as well as dried leaves of the 
chestnut and treated them analogous to coca 
leaves without obtaining cocaine. We did, 
however, obtain traces of a liquid and volatile 
base, having an agreeable odor, which, like the 
body accompanying cocaine, is colored a fine 
red wnen treated with sulphuric acid. It there- 
fore contains only that body which must neces- 
sarilly be separated from the cocaine. The 
leaves of another species of erythoxylon, for 
which we are indebted to the kindness of a phy- 
sician in Venezuela, gave a similar result. The 
base obtained from it is a brown uncrystalliza- 
ble liquid, having a similar odor to that ob- 
tained in the extraction of coca leaves. 

Recently menthol has been recommended as 
a substitute for cocaine, but this can hardly 
seriously be so. The demand for cocaine, not- 
withstanding the lower price, is not 80 great as 
formerly, and it appears that it will not prove 
a serious rival to chioroform. 

Glyceriz.—The decline continued until July, 
when it was found that stocks were gradually 
being consumed on account of a brisk deman 
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and limited production. In July large quan- 
tities of glycerin were purchased in Paris, and 
in a few days the price advance about 20 per 
cent,

Opium Product of Asia Minor. 


REPORT BY CONSUL STEVENS OF SMYRNA. 

In furtherance of a purpose to furnish the 
Department with as full and as accurate infor- 
mation as it is possible to obtain concerning 
the principal articles exported from this region 
to the United States, how cultivated, mined, or 
manufactured, and how placed upon the mar- 
kets, &c., I submit in this paper some facts rel- 
ative to, perhaps, the most considerab’e of all 
these products, at least in a commercial poin3 
ot view, namely, opium, the inspissated juice 
of the partly matured poppy ( papaver somni- 
ferum). 

The opium annually shipped from smyrna to 
the United States exceeds in quantity and value 
that shipped to any other country, with Great 
Britain second, and Holland third.

It will be seen that during these years the 
crop varied from 2,000 to 11,000 cases. stated in 
round numbers, or say from 336,009 to 1,848,000 
pounds. 

In 1884 it amounted to 5,600 cases—940,800 
pounds—and notwithstanding two consecutive 
small crops, the prices fell on an average 40 per 
cent below those prevailing four years previ- 
ously, 

This change began in 1880, when the crop ag 
gregated 3,000 cases. The operators, led by the 
scarcity of the crop, attempted to *‘corner’”’ the 
market, but failed and sustained heavy losses 
in consequence, prices falling within two 
months 60 per cent below the opening quota- 
tions. Since then the depression in the market 
prices has continued. 

The area of land devoted to the cultivation 
of the poppy is much greater now than former- 
ly, and is yearly increasing. This, of course, 
bas a tendency to bring down prices. But the 
chief cause can be traced to the manner in 
which the opium is selected and prepared for 
export. It is this which has induced foreign 
buyers to discard Turkish opium except for the 
extraction of morphine. 

Contrary to the practice formerly prevailing, 
scarcely 20 per cent of the exported opiumis 
selected, the much more considerable portion 
being sold as it comes from the interior, tale 
quale, at prices only 5 per cent lower than 
those of the selected quality. Formerly this 
difference in price was about 20 per cent, so 
that when the selected opium was sold at $2 44 
per pound the tale quale brought only $1 95 
and did not contain more than 20 per cent of 
chiquinti (outcast); the chiquinti was not then 
worth more than $146. Now the selected qual- 
ity is sold at $2 44 per pound and the tale quale 
with 30 to 40 per cent of chiquinti, at $232 per 
pound, Asa result of this practice a very lim- 
ited number of sales take place for chiquinti as 
a distinct quality, inasmuch as when mixed 
with inferior qualities of opium it fetches the 
price above mentioned. 

The unreliability of too many of the growers, 
the greediness of local speculators and export- 
ers, added;sto the failure of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment to supervise the operations of these 
people and check any tendency to fraud, are 
among the principal causes of the depreciation 
into which this article has fallen. But in spite 
of these discouraging circumstances growers 
and local dealers find profit inthe drug, Ina 
country where communication is difficult, and 
transportation costly, if not dangerous. the 
cultivation of acrop, the value of which bears 
no proportion to the cost of carriage, offers es- 
Pecial attraction, to which must be added the 
facility with which it may be converted into 
cash. Money lenders readily make advances to 
growers, being tolerably certain, should the 
opium yield disappoint expectations, that the 
sale of tne seed will be sufficient to reimburse 
them, 

Two varieties of poppy are grown in Asia 
Minor, the one bearing white andthe other 
purple single flowers. There are three seasons 
of sowing the seed, viz, autumn. winter and 
summer, 

The Guzlah or autumn sowing begins toward 
the middle of September and continues until 
late in October. At this time the ground is still 
warm, and with the first rain the seed germi- 
nates. Iflater on, as sometimes happens on 
the highlands of the interior, snow falls, it 

serves to protect the young plant from 
the severity of the winter season. This 
autumn-sown crop, if the winter following is 
not too inclement, gives the best return to the 
grower. But if there is a succession of snow 
and rain storms, and the ground freezes after- 
wards. the plant will die. In some seasons 


mostof the autumn sowings are thus des- 
troyed. During the period of growth the crop 
is weeded and thinned two or three times. 

The Yildizlik or winter sowing is done in the 


month of January, when, if the weather is 
favorale, it soon takes root, and under the in- 
fluence of the genial spring temperature, it 
grows so rapidly that there is usually an inter- 
yal of a fortnight only between the maturity 
of the autumn and winter sowings. 


The third sowing, called Yazlik or summer 
sowing, begins in February and continues in 
the iowlands until the middle of March; in the 
highlands until April. Frequent showers are 
needed for good results from this sowing. 


The collection of the juice takes place in 
June, July and August, under conditions a8 
follows: 

Soon after flowering, the pods, usually five 
to ten in number, make their appearance. 
When these begin to assume a greenish color 
and are sticky to the touch, the grower causes 
a slight incision to be made after sunset in each 
pod, and the next day, before sunrise, collects 
the juice which has meantime exuded from the 
incision. This at first hasa whitish color and 
milky appearance, but soon darkens and thick- 
ens. It is then pressed in sinall wooden molds 
lined with poppy leaves and made into balls, 
which areexposed in the sun to dry, The 
opium 1s then ready for the market. 

Should wet weather intervene before the in- 
spissated juice is scraped from the pod, much 
of itis washed off and what remains turns 
black. If also during this period the wind 
blows from the south and the ground be damp, 
the yield of opium is diminished both in quan- 
tity and quality. Ifthe wind blows from the 
north and the ground is dry, the quality and 
quantity are increased proportionately. 

The success of the crop depends largely upon 
the state of the weather from planting time 
until maturity, the plant being injured by 
cold, by drought, and in the uplands by the 
sirocco, a hot, dry wind which blows at inter- 
vals from the end of May until the middle of 
June or later. If long continued, this wind 
withers the plant and dries up its juice. 

The seed then fails to reach maturity. Inthe 
lowland districts the crop is gathered before 
the advent of these blighting blasts. 

Except where the plantations are located 
close to towns or villages, they are not ma- 
nured. But asthe value of the manured land 
is many times greater than that in outlying 
districts not manured, the superiority of the 
former is quite apparent. 

Irrigated fields do not yield good opium 
either in strength or color. The finest quality 
is produced in the hill districts. An acre of 
ground produces from 23 to 38 pounds of 
opium in dry soil; medium soil gives 44 to 76 
pounds and rich soil 90 to 136 pounds; the latter 
when the g: ound is well manured. 

When scraped lightly, without removing the 
cuticle of the pod, the opium is gathered pure, 
but the greed of gain tempts many growers to 
scrape off the skin, thus adding to the weight 
of the drug, sometimes 30 to 40 per cent, This 
can beexsily perceived and estimated, provided 
no otber form of adulteration is resorted to. 
But the comparatively bigh price of the arti- 
cle, and the ease with which foreign substances 
can be mixed with it, induces growers and 
dealers (in too many itstances) to mix with it 
yolks of eggs, gum tragacanth, raisins without 
stones, brick dust. levigated earth, &c. 


This process is sometimes repeated by the 
shipper after the local inspection. 


When the exporter bargains with the grower 
or his factor for the purchase of opium, it is 
first weighed by the public weigher, the charge 
for which is borne by both parties. and then 
«xaminod by the public inspector in this man- 
ner: Each basket is emptied on the floor in 
the presence of the seller and buyer, and any 
of the balls which appear to the inspector to be 
of a quality inferior to that agreed upon at the 
outset are set aside and returned subsequently 
to the seller as *“‘outcast,” and as such he may 
dispose of it. Through long experience the 
inspectors are enabled to tellat a glance, not 
only the quality of the opium, but, if need be, 
the locality where it was grown. They receive 
as a fee one-quarter per cent on the purchase 
price, after the rejections and tare are deducted 
from the gross weight. 

But they give no certificate as to the quality 
of the drug and do not attend its packing and 
sealing for exportation. Their inspection is 
solely in the interest of the home buyer. No 
official inspection is required by the Turkish 
Government, and no regulations of any kind 
have ever been established by it with that end 
in view. 

The inspection, such as it is, has been for 
several generations under the control of one 
family, whose interest, it may not be unfairly 
assumed, is to conceal, rather than to expose, 
any frauds which their employers may perpe- 
trate. In any event, they are under no legal 
obligation to protect the interests of foreign 
buyers. 

When weighed and inspected, as above des- 
cribed, the opium is packed with seed of sumac 
in tin lined cases, having a capacity of about 
168 pounds. The sumac prevents the opium 
balls from sticking together and thus, it may 
be, causing fermentation. 

The customs impose an export duty of 1 per 
cent, which is paid by the seller, 

The Government imposes on the grower a 
tax of 10 per cent payable in cash or kind. The 
same tax is exacted on the seed. 

Twenty years ago the export of Turkish 
opium to China was quite large, but the Chin- 
ese now prefer the Persian drug, because of its 
superior quality,

St. Louis Apothecaries’ Association. 

Ata meeting of the St. Louis Apothecaries’ 
Association held Sept. 28,a discussion on fire 
insurance and insurance rates took place, in 
which it was stated that some were paying 14 
others 2}4 and one as high as 4 per cent, though 
it should be understood that in the latter in- 
stance the pharmacy is in a theatre building.

The Iowa Board of Pharmacy propose to in- 
corporate the following in a report about to be 
issued: 

The Chicago druggist’s mistake in 1884, and 
the recent Hoboken. N. J., druggist’s mistake 
in giving morphine for quinine admonishes us, 
notwithstandiog the great care already exer- 
cised by careful druggists; to use every practi- 
cal means to guard against mistakes, We, 
therefore, suggest the following precaut'onary 
regulation, and hope the press will urge its 
prompt adoption by all “registered pharmac- 
ists,”’ who, we believe, will as cheerfully com- 
ply with same as though it were enacted as law 

PHARMACY REGULATION. 


As an additional precaution in the dispensing 
and sale of poisons and potent medicines, regis- 
tered pharmacists are requested to affix a strip 
of reugh emery paper or emery cloth around 
each shop bottle, or other container, from 
which they dispense morphine and other poi- 
sons enumerated in schedules A and B of the 
pharmacy law. The width of the aforesaid 
strip to be of not less than one-fourth of the al- 
titude of the dispensing bottie, and to be pasted 
under the label of contents.

National Unofficinal Formulary. 


The committee appointed to consider the 
question of a national unofficinal formulary, in 
the course of areport presented at the recent 
meeting of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation at Pittsburg, said: 

* * “Acting on the suggestion of Mr. 8. J. 
Bendiner, of New York, the College ot Phar- 
macy of the City of New York, the German 
Apothecaries’ Society of New York, and the 
Kings County Pharmaceutical Society, about 
two years ago, appeinted a joint committee to 
prepare a formulary of unoflicinal preparu- 
tione, which was to bo brought to the notice of 
the medical profession, with the request to 
accept the formulae therein contained—after 
examination and approval—and thereafter to 
abetain from specifying on their prescriptions 
the products of special manufacturers when- 
ever ordering any preparation for which a for- 
mula was given in the book. 

“It seems that this movement was under- 
taken ata more favorable time than previous 
ones, for, since the former efforts were made, 
the subject of elegant pharmacy has been much 
discussed in all its bearings in the professional 
press, and the craze after elixirs and similar 
fancy preparations has, at this time, somewhat 
subsided, although the custom of physicians 
specifyiog manufacturers’ names is still very 
prevalent in many parts of the country. 

“The joint committee thus appointed per- 
formed the duty assigned to it to its best 
ability, andthe result of its labors was duly 
brought tothe notice of the medical profes- 
sion. 

“It is gratifying to state that not only has 
the main object of the three societies been, to a 
large extent, secured, inasmuch as a large 
number of physicians in New York, Brooklyn 
and the vicinity have actually abandoned the 
custom of specifying makers’ names, but in 
addition, the preparation of many of the com- 
pounds for which formule are given in the 
book has gradually passed into the hands of 
tbe retailer, to his benefit. 

“The joint committee, in order to insurea 
revenue from the sale of the book sufficient to 
repay the money advanced by the three socie- 
ties for defraying the cost of publication, was 
compelled to copyright the work, to prevent 
unauthorized reprinting. But it was expressly 
announced that the contents of the work were 
free for all to use. Furthermore the book was 
sold atalow price, without any intention of 
realizing a profit. 

“Believing that the little work thus under- 
taking could be made more useful if it were 
enlarged so asto be applicable to the whole 
country, or, at all:events toa larger area, the 
joint committee, upon a proposition made by 
it to the several societies, has been authorized 
toinvite the co-operation of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, with a view of 
having the little work form the basis of a larg- 
er national formulary, eventually to be pub- 
lished and controlled by the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

“To carry this plan into effect, it is intended 
to submit to the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation the following propositions: 

1, The joint committee of the New York and 
Brooklyn formulary, on behalf of the the 
societies which it represents, tenders to the 
American Pharmaceutical Association the work 
prepared and controlled by them, for the pur- 
pose of using it as the basis for a national for- 
mulary, to be gradually augumented and im- 
proved, under whatever titie the association 
may see fit to give it. 

2. In order to preserve the copyright of the 
three societies controlling the New York and 
Brooklyn formulary intact until it will be 
known that the association will accept the task 
and continue the work, and also, in order to 
afford protection to the association itself, at 
least during the first period of the publication 
of the national formulary, the three societies 
above named, who, being incorporated, can 
legally hold the copyright, invite the American 
Pharmaceutical Association to join them in the 
copyright, and thus to share its protection. 

8. The joint committee will turn over all pa- 
pers and records relating to the improvement 
and the enlargement of the work in its posses- 
sion, to the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. 

“A few suggestions, prompted by the experi- 
ence which the joint committee has made since 
its existence, may here be offered, ln the get- 
ting up of sucha work, aiming to bring about 
unifority in unofficinal preparations, which 


have to be repeatedly experimented with and 
remodelled from time to time, it is absolutely 
necessary that the working committee should 
hold frequent meetings. The members form 

ing the committee, or at least its worklog 
nucleus, should, therefore, reside within a short 
distance of each other. They should, however 
be assisted in their work by other members 
judiciously distributed over the country, and 
by pharmaceutical bodies in general. 

“If the association accepts the offer of the 
joint committee, it will, of course, be necessary 
to appoint a special committee to take charge 
of this whole matter. In order to enable the 
latter to properly discharge its duties, it is sug- 
gested that acertain sum of smoney, say $250, 
be placed at their disposal, to be drawn against 
as needed. And, finally, it is suggested that 
the first,and any subsequent edition, of the 
work issued under the auspices of the associa- 
tion, be published under the personal super- 
vision of the committee at the time existing 
the approval of the president having first been 
obtained.”

Prof. F, E. Euglehardt, for several years in- 
spector of salt and milk at Syracuse, bas been 
appointed by the New York State Board of 
Health .“Inspector of malt and spirituous li- 
quors,”’ under the law paseed last winter. 


The Call says a certain Dr. Kellogg was ar- 
rested in San Bernardino, Cal., for practicing 
medicine without a license. The jury disagreed. 
He says this is the forty-second time he has 
been arrested on the same charge, and he has 
never been convicted. 


Experiments, made by Mr. D. B. Dott witha 
view of determining the volatility of iodoform, 
show that it loses U.016 per cent per bour when 
exposed to the airin a thin layer at ordinary 
temperatures. With the heat of a water bath 
it loses 6.70 per cent in the hour. 


Volatility of mercuric chloride, as determined 
by Mr. D. B. Dott, is extremely low. In 
twenty-one days it amounted to only .063 per 
cent.—0.0001 per centin the hour, At the tem- 
perature of the water bath the loss was equiv- 
alent to 0.50 per cent. per hour. 


Propositions fur advertising for ‘*Dr. Rich- 
mond’s Specific Cure” are being sent out from 
249 Fulton street, Brooklyn, N. Y., by one T, 
W. Rice. We denounce this individual as an 
old newspaper dead beat. In proof of this we 
need only say he offers one publisher $40 to in- 
sert his ad. fifty-twotimes when the publisher’s 
price is but $15.—Philadelphia Public Herald. 


The New York College of Pha:macy bis 
opened weil and, we are pleased to note, is re- 
quiring ‘upplicants to pass a fair preliminary 
examination. We are informed that about 
twenty young meu have been turned away 
through failure to pass this entrance examina- 
tion. The very considerable sum which the 
institution thus sacrificed to a higher standard 

f education will, we believe, be amply repaid 
in future years. 

A circular letter has been widely distributed 
in Montreal which consists in the following 
shriek against vaccination: ‘Dont permit your 
precious little ones te be vaccinated! Vaccina- 
tion is not only unnatural, filthy, and unclean, 
but positively dangerous to health and life. 
Scores of children in Montreal have, been pois- 
oned with a loathsome disease by vaccination,” 
etc. The Medical Record says in “reference to 
the circular: “It is a serious question whether, 
in times of an epidemic, society ought not, for 
its own safety, to suppress such literature,” 


Mr. Buxton Shillitoe lately described in the 
Lancet the bad effects produced by the admin- 
istration of some cubebs adulterated with an 
obnoxious piperaceous fruit which Mr. Holmes 
and Mr, Kirkby have believed to be Piper 
crassipes. Messrs. W. Elborne and H. Wilson as 
the result of aseries of experiments, report- 
ed to the British Pharmaceutical Conference 
that the spurious cubebs ,are free from tannin, 
and contain essential oil, resin, and a very bit- 
ter glucoside, but to which of the two latter 
the deleterious effects recorded may be attrib- 
uted still remains a subject for physiological 
experiment. 


The Drugguwts Circular, in speaking of the of- 
fer recently made by two Washington lawyers, 
to collect certain claims they believe druggists 
have against the government, on a one-third 
contingent fee, says that the only objection to 
the whole matter seems to be that the agree 
ment and power of attorney are not so worded 
as to give to the druggist all the protection 
promised in the explanatory letter accompany- 
ing them. To meet this point our contempo- 
rary referred all the circulars toa prominent 
lawyer of this city, who inserted some ciauses 
in these documents without which, he says, the 
druggist would be responsible for necessary 
costs and disbursements. The changes made 
are plainly stated in the October number of the 
journal alluded to, 





Mr. D. B. Dott, in a paper read before the 
British Pharmaceutical Conference, stated that 
of five samples of “soda caustic P.B.” exam- 
ined all but one were up to required strength, 
the percentage of sodium hydroxide varying 
from 86.5 to 98. Of five samples of ‘‘caustic 
soda, pure by alcohol,” the percentage varied 
from 71 to 87, the lumps giving the best results, 
the sticks being inferior. All of these con- 
tained traces of chloride and sulphate, and one 
of them was contaminated with lead. The B.P. 
lots contained large quantities of chloride and 
sulphate. It is noteworthy that the samples of 
“pure’’ are more than 10 per cent weaker in 
real soda than the B.P. samples. 


Cremation and inhuwation are not the only 
resources of civilization in regard to corpses. 
M. Kerguvatz, chemical engineer of Guiparas 
(Finisterre), bas advocated in the Paris Figaro a 
galvano-plastic treatment which, he declares, 
he has proved to be practical, and which offers, 
he thinks, many advantages over our present 
methods of disposing of the dead. He rubs the 
body with plumbago and then plunges itina 
bath of copper, zine, silver or gold, according 
to the funds available, and he thus obtainsa 
statue, which cannot fail to be an accurate 
likeness, and which, he thinks, would be in all 
respects superior to the ordinary representa- 
tions of great men in our streets. Besides, the 
actual person of the dead is retained, while the 
objections to burial or cremation are avoided. 
He declares his intention of submitting his in- 
vention to the Municipal Council of Paris.— 
Chem. and Drug. 


Dr. Flagg, in the Dental Cosmos., finds men- 
thol crystals dissolved in oily varbolic (Merca’s 
creasote), in proportions of 3to 5 grains to 1 
drachm of acid, makes one of the must potent 
of pulp-soothers. Made into paste with viscid 
cosmoline, it is possessed of a marked efficacy 
in quieting peridental irritation in such cases 
as are somewhat relieved by opening into the 
tooth; used by being placed, from small probes, 
into the pulpcavity and canals, and covered, 
not too tightly, with dry pellets of cotton. As 
an ingredient of “inspissated canal pastes” (for 
permanent filling of canals), its record is really 
quite remarkable, as numbers of teeth which 
have failed to yield to ordinary treatment 
(acetate of morphia, eucalyptus oil, iodoform 
paste, &c.) have now remained comfortably 
“stopped” for varying periods of time ranging 
from three months to nearly a year. Asan ad- 
junct to oil of cloves ointment, and feyen to 
aconitia ointment, results have been eminently 
satisfactory when used externally in cases of 
80-called “neuralgia,” and in swollen conditions 
concomitant with alveolar abscess. Ointments 
are made by spatulating a few crystals of men- 
thol into other ointment mass.—Chem. & Drug. 


Cocaine, which has proved a useful remedy 
for such a variety of ills, is now claimed asa 
preventive of seasickness by a Russian physi- 
cian, M. Manassein, in St. Petersburg. Having 
bad occasion to make several journeys this 
summer, he took with him some cocaine. He 
did not have sufficient quantity to make his ex- 
periments on a large scale, but on all those to 
whom it was given it bad an almost magical 
effect. One couple who had always suffered 
extremely from seasickness took some of the 
cocaine, and for the first time in their lives re- 
mained well, even during forty-eight hours of 
very stormy weather. A girlof 18 who had been 
very iil for twenty-four hours received six 
spoonfuls, when her appetite returned and she 
was completely restored. Dr. Manassein has 
also discovered in cocaine an effective remedy 
for cholera nostras, and it seems probable that 
this new drug may prove useful in Asiatic 
cholera.—Ex. A remark, made some time since 
in our hearing, that it was merely necessary to 
tell a bottle of cocaine what was wanted done 
and it would doit, seems in the way of being 
practically illustrated. 

As previously noted, a raid is being made on 
questionable rubber goods. Nine druggists, 
drug clerks and other dealers in these goods in 
this city and one in Brooklyn, bave recently 
b.en arrested on the charge of violating sec- 
tion 317 of the penal code, which provides 
against the manufacture or sale of articles de- 
signed for indecent or immoral use. The Brook- 
lyn ecese which was in court October 2, was 
adjourned to October 23, The case of a Bleecker 
street druggist has been adjourned to October 
15. Two Broadway cases coming before the 
Court of Special Sessions, received respective 
fines of $25 and $100. A manufacturer of the 
objectionable goods intends to contest his case, 
which is now before the granijury. A repre- 
sentative of this paper called on Mr. Anthony 
Comstock Monday and was told that although 
but about ten persons bad as yet been arrested 
more would be, and that the matter would be 
thoroughly sifted. The fact that a certain arti- 
cle manufactured for illegitimate purposes can 
be used for the prevention of disease will not 
be accepted as an excuse for itssale. The 
charge of smuggling, says Mr. Comstock, has 
not been made in any of these cases, though it 
might have been in oneortwo. While some 
may claim that the methods of this energetic 
official in employing spotters, informers and 
the like to buy the goods in question and arrest- 
ing men for selling under these conditions, 
without giving any warning, are not dictated 
entirely by the best motives, it is evident taat 
the penal code renders the sale of the objec- 
tionable articles illegal. One step nearer ultra 


pharmacy would seem to be the proper thing 
in some c2.ses.

Chemicals during the past week have been 
rather active, especially in carbonated soda ash 
and caustic soda, as there are no stocks here of 
either, worth naming, a good business how- 
ever, has been done to arrive at full prices, 
while some small lots of caustic soda have been 
sold at fancy prices, the bulk of these sales 
being limited because of the small surplus 
available. The stimulated demand is in conse- 
quence of an advance in rail freights, and the 
near approach of the close of navigation. The 
settlement of the wages question among the 
glass workers and the probable resumption of 
business among this iudustry throughout the 
country has caused rather more demand for 
soda ash and salt cake. Bleaching powder 
remains quiet at our previous quotations. 

Oxalic acid under free arrivals is easier. Nitrate 

soda under reports of firmer market on the 

coast is higher. Sal sodais duliand the same 
may be said of brimstone, while chlorate of 
potash and kainit are both firmer and in request. 

The other light chemicals are all steady and 

meeting with the usual consumptive demand, 

as noted below. Mr. D. B. McCulloch in his 
circular under date of Liverpool, Sept. 24, says:

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent, of the vari- 

ous Liverpool brands, bas been in better re- 
quest during the week and all lots available for 
prompt delivery have been placed. The ad- 
vancein rail freights and the resumption of 
many of the glass factories throughout the 
country has stimulated trade to a considerable 
extent. The sates comprise 150 tons at prices 
ranging from 1 40@1 50c, as to brand and quan- 
tity. High test is also beginning to show more 
life, specially for shipment over October, No- 
vember and December, but as buyers’ views 
are somewhat below those entertained by im- 
porters, no business of any importance is re- 
ported. The sales comprise 75 tons at 1302 
1 35c, as to quantity and brand. Messrs. Rob- 
ert Crooks & Co. under date of Liverpool, Sep- 
tember 24, say: **The market generally is very 
quiet, but makers are firm and will not book 
under our quotations. Carbonated ash 48 per 
cent, we quote at 13 16@134d, according to 
make, for which there are several inquiries in 
the market. Forty-eight per cent caustic offers 
at unchanged rates, and there are orders for 
specified brands at 1 5 32d.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes is meeting with a fair jobbing 
demand Values continue steady at previous 
quotations. For forward shipments there has 
been rather more demand, and we note sales of 
150 tons at prices ranging from 1 30@1 35c, as to 
brand, quantity and date of shipment. High 
test is dull and neglected; now and then an 
order comes along for a carload, for which

Alkali 36 per cent is again becoming scarce 
for prompt delivery, with holders demanding 
14@13c, as to brand and quantity, with sales 
of 75 tons reported within the range. For B M 
48 per cent there has been the usual consump- 
tive demand which is procurable at prices rang- 
ing from 136@1 45, as to quantity. The arrivals 
of high test B M continue free, but at the mo- 
ment no surplus stocks are reported. as the de- 
mand is about equal, hence very little stock is 
procurable tor prompt delivery.

Bleaching powder continues to come freely 
to hand, of both Liverpool and Newcaatle 
makes; while the stock is ample for all re- 
quirements, there is no appreciable change to 
note in values, which continue steafly at our 
previous quotations. The demand, however, 
has been somewhat limited, as consumers are 
only purchasing to cover current wants; con- 
sequently, several lots have been placed instore, 
now that the weather has become cooler to 
wait better prices.

Thesale of 200dmsat £8 163 3d clears 
the market of second-hand lots. One maker 
reports sale of 900 dms at £9. For 60 per cent 
we cannot quote less than £7 15s; £7 178 6d is 
generally asked.” 

Now that the recent arrivals of English sal 
soda have been disposed of from dock the mar- 
ket tor spot lots is a shade firmer The sales 
comprise 300 tons at 1@1 0244c as to brand and 
quantity. For store lots they are quoting 1 05 
@! 10c as to quantity. Shipments to come for- 
ward during the balance of the year are quoted 
at 974%@lc as to brand, quantity und date of 
shipment, with sales of 500 tons reported within 
the range. 

Sal soda American is again in better stock as 
mapy of the manufacturers are again able to 
make. Sales are reported of £00 tons at prices 
ranging from 1@1 024cf0Ob here, 14% per cent 
fv. r cash as to quantity and style of packing. 

‘There is ne change in the possition of salt 
cake since our last report. There has, however, 
been rather more demand since the settlement 
of the glass question, but so far no contracts of 
any importance are reported as there is too 
much difference between buyers’ and sellers’ 
views to lead to business. Late foreign advices 
reporta strong and advancing market. The 
nominal quotation ranges from 65@70c as to 
test and quantity, with buyers offering 60c. 
Domestic makes are held firm at 70@80c as to 
quantity and make, with only a mall quantity 
being available for prompt delivery as nearly 
allof the makers are under contract for the 
balance of the year for the larger portion of 
their output. 

Carbonated soda and granulated crystals are 
receiving their share of attention with sales of 
2¢0 tons reported at prices ranging from 1 75@ 
1 85c as to quantity for either make.

Ammonias, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

From all quarters come the reports of better 
trade in all grades of the fertilizing chemicals 
with stocks of some grades being very much 
reduced for prompt delivery. Sulphate of 
ammonia is jobbing fairly at 3@34¢c as to quan- 
tity and holder with sales of 50 tons reported 
within the range. During the week there has 
been quite a movement in both bigh and low 
grades of blood for delivery during October 
and November. The sales comprise 600 tons at 
prices ranging from $2 15@225 as to grade, 
quantity and date of delivery. Double manure 
salt is very dull at the moment, the stock being 
in excess of the demand. For spot lots they 
are asking 110@1 15c as to quantity, while for 
shipments 1 074@110c is named as to holder 
and quantity. Kieserite is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand at $5 00@5 25 as to quan- 
tity and date of shipment. Messrs John Angus

Double sulphate 
of potash and magnesia £4 18s per ton in bags 
fob Hrmburg.” 

Since our last there have been several 
arrivals of chlorate of potash, but as they are 
usually under contract for consumption, very 
little relief is afforded the markct. There has 
been a moderate demand, mostly iu a jobbing 
way, for which 21@22c is named as to brand and 
quantity. For parcels on way and for ship- 
ment during the balance of the year, 20c is 
nominally quoted. Powdered remains in the 
same position, with 20@214c quoted as to 
quantity, brand and holder. French continues 
in light stock, available for prompt delivery, 
and is nominally quoted at 21@2I}¢0, as to 
quantity and position of goods.

The phos- 
phoric acid, made according to tke process we 
now speak of, is prepared by first converting

operation is never quite perfectly accomplished 
and, asa matter of fact, the‘co mercial phos- 
phoric acid’ thus obtained almost invariably 
contains small quantities of ammonia, and 
other bases, together with traces of arsenic. 
Even when prepared directly from the element 
the same objection obtains. Of course, if avy 
trace of phosphoric acid be present, it 
would be liable to exert toxic influences 
when taken internally, and even if for ‘com- 
merciai’ we read ‘chemically pure, phos- 
pheric acid, it must not be forgotton ttat 
it is still one of the mineral acids, end 
as such prome, after continued use, to 
produce the injurious effects common to its 
class. In other words, although excellent as 
a medicine, it is not, in the free state, suited 





A Safe Substitute for Nitro-Glycerine. 


Comparative trials, says Iron, have been made 
at St. Petersburg respecting the explosive ef- 
fects of ordinary gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, 
and a new explosive known as hellhodite. The 
Jatter, which has been recently invented by 
Hellhoff & Gruson, is a solution of a nitrated 
organic combination (naphthalene, phenol, 
benzine, etc.) in fuming nitric acid. In pre- 
paring the helihoffite tried in the experiments, 
binitro-benzine, a solid, inexplosive, and badly 
burning substance, was used. At the first 
trial, glass bottles of 20 cubic centimeters con- 
tents each were filled with 25 grams of the 
respective explosive substances, and corked 
down. A tube filled with fulminate of mer- 
cury was passed through the corks, a slow- 
match being attached to the outer end of the 
tube for the purpose of ignition. Each of the 
bottles thus prepared was placed on atruncated 
cone of lead, the upper diameter of which was 
3.5, its lower 4.5, and its hight 6 centimeters.

diseased conditions. On the second point, 
phosphoric acid itself keeps fairly well in solu- 
tion, but mixed with other substances, may 
cause sediments or opalescence to appear after 
a time, while it quickly ‘inverts’ saccharine 
solutions, and has a tendency to alter and fre- 
quently degrade organic coloring matters, 
Lastly, we should certainly say that any 
‘lemon soda, citronade, fruit champagnes, etc.,” 
containing free phosphorie acid would, if 
dropped upon, render the vender liable toa 
penalty under the Food Adulteration Acts, it 
not being of the ‘nature and quality’ demanded 
by the purchaser, and a defense would be hope- 
less, since no fruit yet discovered contains 
phosphoric acid in the free state. If the acid 
used were absolutely pure, the question of its 
being ‘injurious to health,’ or otherwise, 
would perhaps be an argueable one, but the 
slightest trace of arsenic in the sample—or the 
acid used—would effectually determine the 
matter.” 


action of the explosives could consequently be 
taken as a measure of their respective de- 
structive power. The explosion of the gun- 
powder, as was anticipated, caused no change. 
By the explosion of the nitro-glycerine, the 
cone was compressed about a quarter of its 
hight; its surface had assumed the appearance 
ofa well-worn hammer. The diameter of the 
surface bad been increased to 5.5 centimeters. 
The explosion of the helihoffite caused much 
greater changes. The surface of the cone was 
completely torn; pieces 5 centimeters long and 
2 centimeters thick, were torn off and thrown 
about for several paces; only half of the cone 
was still a compact but entirely defaced mass. 
At the second experiment, bottles of 25 grams 
each, filled with the various explosive sub- 
stances were let into corresponding cavities 
bored into the face of fire blocks of similar di- 
mensions. In exploding the gunpowder, the 
biock was torn into four pieces, asif split witha 
hatchet; the several pieces were thrown about 
for 18, 12,11, and 19 paces. In exploding the 
nitro-glycerine, the block was split into several 
pieces. The upper portion of the block, as far 
as the bottle was let into it, was torn off per- 
pend'‘cularly in direction of the fiber in sucha 
manner thata smooth cut was formed. The 
explosion of the hellhoffite likewise tore the 
portion of the block surrounding the bottle 
perpendicularly in the direction of the fiber, 
and splintered the remainder of the block into 
a large number of thin fibers. The following 
experiments were also made with hellhoffite 
alone: A slow-match was passed through the tube 
in the cork without fulminate of mercury as 
far as the surface of the hellhoffite in the glass 
bottle; no explosion followed on igniting the 
slow-match. A quantity of hellhoffite poured 
into a bowl could not be exploded by a lighted 
match. Finally, a few drops of hellhoffite were 
poured on an anvil and exposed to heavy 
blows with a hammer, and no explosion fol- 
lowed. The helihoffite consequently pos- 
sesses the following advantages: 1. In igniting 
it with fulminate of mercury, it acts more 
powerfully than nitro-giycerine. 2. It may be 
stored and transported with perfect satety as 
regards concussion, as it can not be exploded 
either by a blow or a shock, nor by an open 
flame. On the other hand it has the following 
disadvantages: }. Heilhoffite is a liquid. 2. 
The fuming nitric acid contained in hellhoffite 
is of such a volatile nature that it can be stored 
only in perfectly closed vessels. 3. Helihoffite 
is rendered completely inexplosive by being 
mixed with water, and can consegently not be 
employed for works under water. It would, 
therefore, be injuriously affected by exposure 
to damp, and, moreover, there are no records 
of its behavior under extremes of tewperature. 
Without some experiments in this direction, in 
our opinion, all the rest are comparatively 
valueless.

Millions in Nitro Glycerine for Dr, 
Roberts. 


A Pittsburg paper publishes the following as 
the history of Dr. Roberts nitro-giycerine cor- 
poration. In December, 1666, the Goodlin well, 
on the Blood farm, a duster, was shot and 
commenced tu produce from cight to forty 
barrels a day. A month later another torpedo 
was lowered and exploded. The flow of the 
well was thereby increased to eighty barrels a 
day. The success of the invention was now 
assured, and a company was formed with a 
capital of $300,000 to work the patent. A fac- 
tory was then erected at Titusville. The fur- 
ther history of this invention and the subse- 
quent improvements which were made upon ic 
are well known. 

The corporation, of which Dr. Roberts was 
the president and chief stockholder, soon be- 
came immensely wealthy through the extrava- 
gant charges made and allowed by the produc- 
ers using the torpedo. Fostered by these ex- 
actions on the oil trade, and the chance of mak- 
ing big money on small capital, after the open- 
ing of the Bradford field in 1875, grew up a 
gang of daring men commonly known in the 
oil field as moonligbters. Their business was 
to torpeio weils and avoid the heavy royalty 
exacted by the Roberts company. Their ne- 
farious trade and the sharp watch kept for 
them by the officials of the company, compelled 
them to seek the most desolate and inaccessible 
parts of the region which they were operating. 


Their work was done on dark nights and in 
such a stealthy manner that the officers of the 
law were often caught napping, and even when 
on the lookout the officers took care tc keep 
out of sight of these moonlight desperadoes, 
unless in company with overwhelming num- 
bers. They feared nothing. A history of their 
doings in the field would read more like fiction 
than actual fact. Manyasmart chap who was 
reckless enough to act in ‘ependently against 
them was found dead in the woods marked 
with the brand of the gang. No one knew who 
committed the deed and very few had the 
temerity to talk of investigation, so great was 
the terror with which these men inspired their 
fellows. ~ Bound together by an oath that was 
more binding than thut of the Free Mason, 
these freebooters never divulged the secrets of 
their order. 

Still they were friends of the operator, as 
they stood between him and the Roberts Com- 
pany. Moonlighting ceased to be profitable 
with the expiration of the Roberts patents and 
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Phosphoric vs Citric Acid.

TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 6, 1885. 

A limit has evidently been reached in the 
expansion of prices for many articles in the 
dye line, as there has been a halt in everything 
but cutch, gambier, sumac and cochineal 
which still show a tendency to climb upwards 
influenced by limited supplies and speculation. 
The Massachusetts worsted milis are starting 
up again. The American carpet industry is in 
excellent condition. Both in Philadelphia and 
in New England mills are full of orders. Man- 
ufacturers have taken orders practically to the 
end of the season, which is encouraging news 
to the dye trade. There is a scheme on foot 
among the print cloth manufacturers of New 
England to unite all the print cloth corpora- 
tions in one gigantic pool, for the distribution 
of their goods through one selling agent. The 
print cloth concerns of Fall River alone num- 
ber twenty-eight corporations, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $14,000,000, owning forty-three 
milis and producing 175,000 pieces of cloth per 
week. 

Aniline oil and salt are still on a gradual de- 
cline. We have a sale of 10,000 lbs of prime 
light quality of the tormer at 20c, and gales of 
ralt crystals at 19@19}4c. No special movement 
of colors has been reported. 

Cochineal has been in better demand, and we 
note sales of 30 bags blacks at 33c, 25 bags 
blacks on private terms, 36 bags silvers at 28}¢c, 
and 12 bags grey blacks at 36c. Sales are also 
reported in Boston of 123 bags of blacks and 
grey blacks at an unknown price. Stocks are 
very sma!l at both ports, and holders seem 
justified in entertaining firm views. 

The cutch market continues to improve in 
price, but the business for the week under re- 
view was exceedingly light compared to the 
previous week. Star B still has the call, with 
sales of 1000 boxes at 544@53¢c and 250 bes of 
game brand at 5744@6c. Diamond S M has also 
changed hands to the amount of 250 bgs at 6@ 
644c. All were spotsales. The market is firm 
at these figures. The jobbing movement is 
fair. The only business doing in London is at 
the public sales and then the demand is limit- 
ed. Ina private way no business is doing. 


Gambier maintains its firm position. Sales 
of 00 bags on spot at 5@5}4c are reported and 
very little is now obtainable at the inside 
price. On different vessels to arrive 10) tons 
changed hands at 454@4%c, which is still the 
range for goods onthe way. The stock at this 
port in store on Oct 1 was 929 bales and in Bos- 
ton 1,700 bales, according to the Boston cirular 
of Russell & Higginson. The visible supply to 
February 1 is 29,029 bales, against 18,750 bales 
for same time previous year. The Chasca was 
due yesterday with 2,700 bales, the Elmistone 
Oct 26 with 4,000 bales, David Brown due Oct 29 
with 4,400 baies and three other vessels at later 
periods up to Jan 25. Shipments since Jan 1 to 
New York and Boston were 41,400 bales against 
28,500 bales same time last year, including 1,500 
from England. 

Sumac of domestic make is held above the 
views of buyers, and business is at a standstill, 
Grinders in the South are asking $60 per ton for 
prime quality, on the ground that the drouth 
shortened the crop of sumac leaves and dam- 
aged what remained to such an extent as to 
cause a considerable decrease in thestock of 
prime sumac. Prime Sicily sumac rules steady 
at $85@92 50, according to brand and quantity. 
Demand is light. 

Prussiate of potash is unchanged at 2Ic for 
American yellow, and 2134@22c, according to 
quantity, for Scotch yellow, with probability 
that 2lc would buy. Prussiate of soda still 
commands 18@18}4c. . 

Bichromate of soda is on a steady basis of 97% 
@l0c, and soda 8@8!4c. The demand is moder- 
ately active, 

The indigo market is slightly firmer, owing to 
condition of affairs at source of supply. Man- 
ufacture is drawing to a close in Lower Ben- 
gal,and the outturn will probably be about 
20,000 maunds. In the Behar the weather has 
lately been more favorable for khoontees, but 
the season is so late that the yield will probably 
be a good deal less from them than last year. 
First Mehai is almost over, and the result will 
probably be close on 40000 maunds, or rather 

in excess of last year’s out-turn. ‘The news 
from Benares and the Northwest continues 
most unfavorable, and both these districts will 
do badly. The London market for East India 
remains firm, without business worth report- 
ing. For the public sales, commencing on the 
12th, 4,750 chests have been declared.
